AGAIN BITTERLY CRITICISES HIM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—Gen. II. V. 

Boynton sends the following review of Gen. 

Sherman’s new map of Shilon to the Cincin- 

nati Gazette to-night: “At last the real 

character of Gen. Sherman’s revised map of 
the battle-field of Shiloh has become known. 

From the first every effort has been made to 

keep the details of this map secret. It only 

came partly before the public at the meet- 
ing of the Army of the Tennessee, in Cin- 
cinnati, when it was passed around for the 
inspection of the members as Gen. Sherman 
began his speech, None present at that 
meeting had any opportunity whatever of 
giving the map a critical examination. It 
was then filed with the officers of the Asso- 
ciation, who have, since reiused to allow 
public examination to be made of it. The 
same difficulty has been encountered here, 
where a duplicate copy exists. 

ITS MAIN FEATURES, 
however, have become known through 
officers who have inspected it. There is no 
longer any doubt that it is one of the most 
atrocious attempts to falsify history, in the 
name of correcting it, that has ever 
been perpetrated by any officer of 
sound mind and recognized standing. 

It adopts the topography of the 

Government map of Shiloh, made under the 

direction of Col. George Thorn, Chief of 

Topographical Engineers for the Depart- 

ment of the Mississippi. The positions of 

the various divisions for the different days of 
the battle, as established on this map, were 
from actual measurement on the field itself. 

These positions have been wiped off the map 

by Sherman and replaced in positions which 

they never occupied, as scores of officers who 
participated in the affair of Shiloh can tes- 
tify.

REVENUE, 
& A FAVORABLE SHOWING, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.— The table 
of receipts and expenditures of the Govern- 
ment for the nine months ended March 31 
compare very favorably with those of the 
corresponding nine months of the last fiscal 
year. For the first two quarters of the cur- 
rent fiscal year the receipts for customs ex- 
ceeded by $14,000,000 the receipts for the 
first half of the year preceding. In the third 
quarter there is a falling off in customs re- 
ceipts to the amount of nearly $5,000,000, 
The net improvement in the customs 
revenue for the nine months is, there- 
tore, only $9,000,000. In internal-revenue 
receipts there has beeng uniform rate of in- 
crease, aggregating over $7,500,000. On mis- 
cellaneous receipts the increase has been 
$5,500,000. 
THE TOTAL GAIN 
in receipts is, therefore, about $22,000,000, 
and as associated with this there has been a 
decrease in expenditures—more than ac- 
counted for by the $12,000,000 saved in the 
interest on the debt—amounting to over 
$7.500,000. The surplus for the nine months 
is nearly $30,000,000 more than that for the 
first three-quarters of the last fiscal year. As 
the surplus for the current quarter can hard- 
ly fall short of $38,000,000, the close of the 
fiscal year is expected to show the very re- 
markable surplus of $100,000,000, 


IRON AND STEEL

WasnHIncton, D. C., April 20.—Secretary 
Windom to-day heard adelegation@f iron and 
steel manufacturers relative to the rate of 
duty imposed upon cotton ties. The delega- 
tion were D. J. Morrell, of Johnston, Pa.; 
James. Parke, Jr., of Pittsburg; John 8. 
Kennedy, of Pittsburg: T. H. Weld, of 
Youngstown, Ohio; and W. H. McCurdy, of 
Cleveland.

THE: SUPREME COURT.

REDUCING CANAL-TOLLS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, April 2.—The Globe, ina long edit- 
orial on the Proposed Additional laxation for 
Canal Purposes,” says: 

The Dominion Government is said to be con- 
sidering a proposition made by the Montreal 
Harvor Commissioners looking toward a reduc- 
tion of the tolls on freights thrvugn the Weliand 
and St. Lawrence Cauuals. The proposal is, that 
goods bound westward shall pay the St. Law- 
rence Canal tolls, but shall be free of the Wel- 
land tolis; and goods coming eastward shall pay 
the Welland but not the St. Lawrence tolls. e 
cannot teil precisely how much of the canal 
revenue wouid be lost by tais ch. ice, but sup- 
pose that the decrease will be not far from one- 
haif of the gross receipts. 

At present these canals about pay their work- 
ing expenses. In the ftiscal yeur 1880 the re- 
ce.pts from tolls, 6207, ul, were siightly ex- 
ceeded by the 1 — of collection and re- 
pairs, $268,429. here was further spent in 
that yearen enlarging these canais the sum of 
$l.sc2l,—making the total costof the througu 
canal system up to June last $2,789,515. 

“Cowmon sense says that, having already 
spent nearly $33,0U0,00u, and standing committed 
us we do to a turther capital expenditure of 
many millions more, in an effort to accoummo- 
date the shipping interests and the trade of the 
Western States, this country is at least entitled 
to demand that the revenue pay the working 
expenses. Surely, when Canada pays the inter- 
est on $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 in order that tbe 
transport of Western crops to market may be 
facilitated, she may be excused if she objects to 
paying an additiopal sum for the privilege of 
doing the business for nothing. 

* The shippers interested in the traffic of the 
Erie Canal and those interested in the Wellaud 
are endeavoring to involve the Governments of 
Canada and New York State in a mutually de- 
structive game of brag. Neither Erie nor Wel- 
land has anything to fear from railway-compe- 
tition. The Erie does ali the business it is poe 
sible to carry on between its banks. The - 
land could do the same it as favorable terms for 
oceun-freichts could be obtained at Montreal as 

t New York. The Erie men pull a long face 
About the opposition to be expected from the 
enlarged Welland. and try to prevail upon their 
Legisiature to abolish the tolls on west- bound 
freight. Straigtway the Canadian shippers pull 
another long face about the severity of 
Erie competiuon, and ask for a sub- 
stantial reduction to put them on the 
sume terms. The Erie men have already 
cummenced an agitation for the entire abolition 
of the cunal-tolls; and, if they were at all likely 


to gain their ends, we presume the Canadian, 


shippers would demand the same concession. 

It is cheap railway-freigbts that have tbrown 
out of cultivation hundreds of thousands of 
acres of New England, and that ve reduced 
the prices received by New York t&armers; and 
it is the Erie Canal, constructed out of State 
funds, that is the cause of tne cheap freigbts. 
If the Erie Canal could be dammed, and the St. 
Lawrence could be induced to run dry, what 
enormous prices Eastern farmers would receive, 
The value of New York and Ontario farms 
would perhaps be doubled if it were not that the 
deluge of cheap Western produce is constantly 
being poured through the State and Province. 
depressing prices to one dead level of lowness 
wherever the tide of traffic tlows. 

*We are quite sure t there could not be 
taken any step more unpopular than the con- 
templated one of the Government in reducing 
the canal-tolis. It may be the case that the 
canals are worth to the Canadian producers the 
$1,500,000, or more that is annually paid by them 
in respect of interest ou the cost of construc- 
tion. If the canals are worth this sum, that is 
no reason why American farmers, who paid 
nothing towards the cost of construction, should 
be ju vited to use the canals without paying even 
for the cost & keeping them in repair and col- 
lecting the tolls. 

As for the attitude of Montreal on the ques- 
tion, the sooner that city imports a babit of self- 
reliance the better. It cannot be to the advan- 
tage of the community that the city should 
be continually on ite knees before the Govern- 
ment, begging for this favor or that, in order to 
save it from having to put its hand in its own 
pocket.

A SQUEEZE IN PORK. 


St. Louis the Scene of the Operation— 
The Losers Take the Matter Philo- 
sophicalliy, and Are Ready fur More 
The Fall Amounts to $1.20. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago I bun. 

St. LOUIS. April 20.—Mess pork to-day broke 
from $18.30, the opening figure, to $17.10 at a 
quarter past 11. The pork corner on Change 
was intensely excited as the market began to 
drop. for the St. Louis provision men are con- 
stitutionally bulls, and almo&t every man in the 
corner was more or less long. Consequently the 
shrinkage in value of the stock on hand, and the 
actual loss all around for the morning will go to 
fully $100,000 at this point alone. Those best 
posted believe there are in St. Louis about 12.000 
barreis of mess pork, with a speculative owner- 
ship of perhaps 70,000 more, as everybody, 
without exception, has been buying om the 
Chicago market toa greater or less degree. A 
drop of $1.20 a barrel means, accordingly, a loss 
or a shrinkage of $98,400. When it touched 
$17.10 it began climbing slowly. The rebound 
was slow and unsteady, and many of the longs 
unloaded, which heiped the downward course of 
the market. 

But little business was done, most of the 
operators hurrying around the builetin hooks 
and dismally reading the little scraps, each ong 
of which meant so much more shrinkage, 
current belief is that the McGeoch combination 
broke the market to get in moreshurts, and that, 
as soon as their aim is accomplished, everything 
will bound upward. The chief reason for this 
idea is that no one doubted the power of the 
combination to push porkup to $20 had they 
wished, and this whipsawing ’’ bredk does not 
at all interfere with their command of the mar- 
ket. The fluctuations are so violent that there 
is. no doubt of their being the result of manip- 
ulation, and no one claims that the bulls have 
lost their grip. :

One day last wee the New York Herald, in 
commenting upon G. Grant’s declination of 
the World's fair Presidency, intimated that he

of Mexico an employment worthy of 
his chagacter and reputation as that of 
the greatest of the age. This New York ‘Heraid 
paragraph is not original. It originated with 
Gen. Starbuck, of Watertown, N. Y., my travel- 
ing companion of a year ago. But there should 
be no quarrel between Tae Txaisune and .the 
Herald as to originality.

In theatres 
the danger from fire will be 
almost nothing, although lights will be 
used with greater freedom in all parts of the 
house and stage. If a piece of scenery fa Is 
against some of our lamps it will destroy 
the lamps, and the light wall go out, but 
that is all. No fire can result. We 
have decided, in response to many uests, 
to establish ahother station at once in the 
district incfuding the most expensive houses 
in the city, say between Forty-second street 
and the park. Third and Sixth avenues, and 
a largé number of men will begin the work 
of wiring the houses to-morrow.”’

GRISCOM. 


The Man Who Proposes to Rival Tan- 
ner’s Forty-Day Fast. 

A reporter calied yesterday evening upon Dr. 
Walter 8. Haines, the Professor of Chemistry of 
Rush Medical College, and interviewed him on 
the subject of the proposed forty-days’ fast by 
Mr. John Griscom, which the latter stated was 
to be superintended in the interests of science 
by the Doctor. 

Dr. Haines stated that be had not definitly 
made up his mind to superintend the fast, but 
that he had received from so many medical 
gentiemen in different parts of the country 


such urgent requests that he do 80 
in the interests of science, that 
he believed if satisfactory arrangements 


could be made he would undertake the manage- 
ment of the tests, the result of which will be of 
the greatest value to medical science. 

“The Tanner fast, while it was, I believe, 
honestly conducted, really added nothing more 
to medical knowledge than the simple fact 
that a man had {fasted forty days 
and survived, and that at certain 
periods of his fast he weighed a certain number 
of pounds, his temperature was at a certain 
hight, and his pulse beating a certain number of 
times per minute. Even these data were not 
strictly reliatie for scientific purposes, as Dr. 
Tannner was visited by a large number of 
persons and subjected to considerable ex- 
citement, which, of course, modified to a cer- 
tain extent the conditions produced by the fast. 
The most valuable test to be made mM connec- 
tion with a fasting person was not attempted ix® 
the Tanner fast,—that of submitting to chemic- 
al analysis the excreta of the body,in order to 
ascertain the exact amount of food which the 
living body draws from its own tissues] while 
not being supplied with its usual food. , Now, 
there are different conditions under which per- 
sons may abstain from food. A man may be 
placed by aceident in such a condition that he 
cannot optain f in which case, of course, 
there is nobody on hand to make scientific in- 
vestigations. Then there is the case of a sick 
person who is unable to take food, which of 
course, is not availabie for scientific purposes, 
because the sickness produces conditions mak- 
ing it impossible to apply tests of 

THE RESULTS OF STARVATION, 
And then there is the case of the person who is 
willing to undergo a fast simply for the pur- 
pose of allow those capable of doing so to 
gather medical data of value.“ 

“is Mr. Griscom willing to pass through the 
ordeal for the sole object of making himself the 
obedient subject of scientific investigation?“ 

J cannot answer fully upon that point, 
but be has assured me that such is his intention. 
Mr. Griscom has some very extraordinary and 
utterly unscientitic theories in connection with 
his ability to abstain from food which have 
raised doubts in many minds as to bis ability to 
bear the mental strain of the ordeal. Now, if 
these theories are simply hobbies, as I believe 
them to be, they would notin the slightest de- 
gree affect hie value as a fasting subject of 
scientitic research.” 

“But, Doctor, if a faster had theories which 
were not exactly hobbies; in tact, if these 
theories were the result of an unbalanced mind, 
for instance, how would the investigation be 
affected?” 

In that case—but, mind you, my remarks do 
not opply to Mr. Griscom direct—there is no 
doubt serious cerebral disturbance would 
follow the fasting, and thus might, almost cer- 
tainly would. interfere with the investiga- 
tion. can assure you that the work 
to be entailed upon me in the event of 
my undertaking the scientific supervision 
of the fast will be exceedingly arduous. An ex- 
traordinarily large number of chemical analyses 
will bave to be made with the utmost cure in

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Meeting of the Sanitary Council of the 
Mississippi Valley ~—Subjects Under 
Discussion. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 20.—The first meeting 
of the session of 1881 of the Senitary Council of 
the Mississippi Valley was held in Evans’ Hall in 


ths city this morning. The topics presented for 
discussion were: 

Firet—Representatives of the National Board 
to resice at quarantine S&stations on the 
Mississippi River; also, one representative to 
reside in New Orleans, with the privilege of 
access to ‘the records of the State Board of 
Health. and to attend their meetings. 

Second—The arrangement of the work of in- 
spectors of railroads and steamboats, inspection 
of the mouth of the river, and ordering infected 
vesseis to Ship Island. 

Third—The means of informing the Board of 
Health in the valley of danger or apprehended 
danger. 

Fourth—To secure concert of action if yellow 
fever or other infectious disease appear or 
threaten to spread, and classification of freights 
for quarantine purposes. Dr. Solomon, of New 
Orleans., reed the resolutions of the L uisiana 
State Board of Heaith, which was adopted last 
Thursday. It uires that the agent of the 
National Board of Health have access to vesseis 
arriving, in common with quardntine officers: 
that ~ | doubt ful or suspicious cages be referred 
to him for reporting to the Associauon; that 
where differences of opinion arise they 
shali be submitted to arbitration, the result of 
which shall be reported. The adoption of this 
resolution would oe more harmony be- 
tween the National and State Boards than has 
hitherto existed. 

The fifth topic was discussed at the afternoon 
session. The Sanitary Commission was formal- 
ly welcomed at Evans’ Hall, this evening b 
2 Bridwel! on behalf of the citizens, nd 
by Judge Asa lglehart on behalf of the State of 
Indtana. 

The chief question of general interest dis- 
cussed to-day related to the class of articles 
which might be transported during epidemics. 
The Committee havi this subject under con- 
sideration recommended the exclusion of all 
closed boxes and use of barges and boat hulls. 

Dr. Mitchell, of Memphis, having asked for 
the opinion of representatives of the railroad 
and river interests, Capt. O' Neil, of the St. Louis 
Anchor Line, said in his practical experience 
in the transportation of freight that the only 
danger from epidemics was from iuciosed bulls 
and bilge water. Disease is transferred from 
Gulf vessels to river craft, but from expressed 
merchandise no trouble had ever been ex- 
— There were few @rticies on the 

ist exempted by ~,. Committee, such 
as jute, rags in lis, and similar 
articles to which he would o t. He thought 
importations from uninfect vessels to river 
craft equally pure should not be obstructed.

Revival of an Old Swindle in a 
New Garb. 


So-Called Honest Greenhorns Vietim - 
ized by Sharpers, 


Who Are Ostensible Dealers in Counter- 
feit Money.

For some time past a number of enterprising 
sharpers in New York have been working a 
modification of what is known as the boodie 
racket,’ with great success among greenborns 
in Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, and the West gener- 
ally. The old game had become so thoroughly 
exposed that it was thought the swindlers had 
ziven up the gume It appears now, bhow- 
ever, from investigations made by the 
Secret-Service officers, that the greenhorns 
are being fleeced liberally. The only new device 
is the rather bold plan of insisting on meeting 
the customer face to face in New York. The 
swindle is now operated only for large amounts. 
The victim is first selected by a responsible 
agent, who posts bim on the address of his con- 
federate in New York. When greenborn 
writes a letter of inquiry he receives a reply in 
the form of the foliuwing, which wgs received 
by a would-be “shover of the queer” a short 
time ago: 

New Lom Crrr— M Dear Sir: Yours re- 
ceived. Ihave the goods you want. They are 
far better than any of its kind ever before cir- 


cula and in workmanship and appearance 
entirely equal to the real. These bills are 
rimted from skeleton plates, a new invention. 


means of these plates exact duplicates of 
the origivais are obtained. There is no danger 
in handling these bills, if in prudent hands. 
Therefore, I am very careful with whom 1 deal. 
My desire isto have these bills exchanged far 
away from where they are made. I offer them 
to those only who are recommended to me by 
my customers. I can sell all I make, in this 
city, but money exchan here goes too often 
into banks, and throu the hands of experts. 
In this way a hundred-dollar note was detected. 
These bills I offer are ones, twos, fives, tens, 
and twenties, regular greenbacks. They have 
never been detected yet, aithough great many 
are in circulation. If you are willing to go into 
the exchange business, I shall be pleased to 
meet you at any time you can come on here, as 
Jou deal face to fice with all my customers. 
In fact it is absolutely necessary for me 
to be acquainted personally with every one 
I deal, it establishes the required 
fidence between us. I sell my goods ut 
wholesale only, and want but one man ina 
county to whom I sell. Most all my customers 
take the agency for one county, which I give 
them if they buy $5,000in my goods, price $300.

The “couttesy of the Senate,” as Senator 
Conkling would have it construed, is a mere 
euphemism for a Senatorial conspiracy to 
break down the power of the Executive. It 
is announced with some degree of definitness 
that the senior Senator from New York pro- 
poses to address the country from his seat, 
in which he will justify this so-called cour- 
tesy,”’ and that, in the meantime, he is making 
a combination with the Democratic Senators 
which shall assure the recognition of the 
rule that no person nominated to office shall 
be confirmed when the Senators from the 
State where the official vacancy exists shall 
unite in opposition to the confirmation.

AN EXTRA SESSION DEMANDED, AND 
FOR WHAT? 

The Washington Associated Press dis- 
patches yesterday contained the following 
extraordinary proposition of protection run 
mad:

worn by men, women, or children, 55 per 
cent ad valorem.”

The practical operation of such a rule as 
this would completely subvert the theory of 
the American Government and nullify the 
plain intent of the American Constitution. 
Instead of lodging the executive power in a 
single head. such power would be exercised 
by a triumvirate; and, as twoof the members 
of this triumvirate would be cunstantly 
changing, the executive branch of the Gov 
ernment would be an unsettled oligarchy. 
The peculiar feature of such an oligarchy 
would be that the affairs ot the Genera! Gov- 
ernment would be administered and directed 
by a different power in every one of the vari- 
ous States. Thus in New York the Govern- 
ment would be administered by Messrs. 
Cowkling and Platt, in Pennsylvania by 
Messrs. Cameron and Mitchell, in Georgia by 
Messrs. Brown and Hill, in South Carolina 
by Messrs. Hampton and Butler, and so on. 
In all cases the President, being a minority in 
the shifting triumvirate, would be simply a 
figure-head, and practically without any 
power or control over the heterogeneous, 
divergent, and discordant administration of 
Government affairs. 

The present extra session of the Senate 
certainly looks as though that body might 
become permanent. There are no signs of 
adjournment, Senators on both sides are 
expressing every day their expectation of re- 
maining in Washington over summer and up 
to the regular session of Congress next win- 
ter. After the regular session next spring 


the Senate may again be called together in | 


extra session, and thus goon in perpetuity. 
Indeed, this course will be necessary if the 
“courtesy of the Senate” shall be estab- 
lished in such manner that two Senators al- 
ways act not only as a part, but as the con- 
trolling power, of the executive branch of 
the Government. So long as the affairs of 
the Government are to be administered in all 
the different States under the direction of 
different men, to whom the President is sub- 
ordinate, these responsible rulers ought cer- 
tainly to remain at he National Capital 
clothed with all the appurtenances of their 
authority. 

It is a question whether any combination in 
the United States Senate shall be permitted 
to usurp the privilege of amending the Con- 
stifution of the United States to suit their 
own purpose, The Constitution itself pro- 
vides that two-thirds of both Houses may 
propose amendments, which shall only come 
into force when they shall have been ratified 
by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States. Butin this instance a bare 
majority of one House proposes to usurp the 
authority to amend by agreeing upon a 
courtesy,“ whereby the two Senators from 
any ong State, acting together, shall be com- 
petent to exercise the function of the whole 
Senate, and undermine and destroy the ex- 
ecutive prerogative of appointment. When- 
ever the Senate shall avowedly enter upon a 
treasonable scheme of this nature it will be 
time for the American people to invade that 
body and revolutionize its membership. 

By means of courtesy“ it will always be 
possible for the Opposition party in the 
United States Senate to organize effective 
antagonism to the existing Administration. 
Given a Republican President, every State in 
the Union represe by two Democratic 
Senators will be able to dictate the appoint- 
ment of local Government officers who shall 
be opposed to the general policy of the Na- 
tional Administration and in sympathy with 
any local effort that may be made to nailify 
the United States laws or defeat their execu- 
tion. Indeed, the hope for establishing the 
so-called courtesy“ rests upon the combina- 
tion of the Democratic Senators with the 
New York malcontents, and contemplates 
the appointment of none but Democrats in 
the Southern States to the Government 
offices. If brought about at all, this ar- 
rangement will be the result of President 
Garfield’s intention to appoint Republicans 
to represent the General Government in 
States dominated by the Bourbons.

only duty legally required on woolen stock- 
ings. Eventually the Supreme Court of the 
United States decided that the only legal 
duty demanded by law on woolen stockings 
was 35 per cent, and this decision, according 
to Senator Blair, has plunged New England 
into such gloom that the country will be 
ruined unless President Garfield convene 


relevied upon all American consumers of 
woolen stockings, and the money derived 
from the tax to be paid over to the manufact- 
urers. 3 

Under this decision of the Supreme Court 
it would seem that caps, gloves, legeins, 
mitts, socks, wove shirts and drawers worn 
by 50 millions of American men, women, 
and children may hereafter also be imported 
without paying the extra 30 cents per pound 
duty, but by simply paying the 35 per cent 
ad valorem, which of itself is a pretty stiff 
protection. The majority, if not all, the men, 
women, and children who wear these goods 
will teel very grateful that they have been 
relieved of such an enormous tax for the 
benefit of New England manufacturers. 
The pretense of protecting American labor 
by any such tax as this is too preposterous. 
These goods are made by water-power and 
simple machinery, the labor being principally 
that of females and children. These females 
and children are French Canadian families 
who migrate into the New England towns, 
and who can afford to work at wages too 
small to retain any longer the New England 
girls. This tax of 50 cents per pound is sim- 
ply a robbery perpetrated upon the women 
and children of the United States. It is 
wholly unjustifiable, and*even if Congress 
were now in session we do not believe a ma- 
jority of the Representatives would insult 
the intelligence of the country or venture to 
impose a tax of any such magnitude upon 
these most essential articles of women’s and 
children’s clothing. 

In the meantime Senators Dawes and Blair 
and the officers of the Woolen Manufactur- 
ers’ Association are laboring with Secretary 
Windom, urging him to nullify the decision 
| of the Supreme Court, and to issue eirgulars 
to all revenue officers to the effect that the 
law of the land is that no person shall be 
permitted to import those articles unless he 
pays the 50 cents a pound extra, declared 
by the Court to be illegal, and thus, if not 
formally reversing the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court, authorizing the revenue oflicers 
to disregard it! As Congress is not in session 
to impose this monstrous tax on woolen 
stockings, the Secretary must by orders in 
council uphold the hosiegy monopolists, and 
avert the alarming breach in the line of the 
protected cormorants. 


LIQUOR LEG‘SLAT‘ON IN OHIO. © 

The Pound Liquor bill,” based upon the 
Michigan tax system, after having passed the 
Ohio Senate has been defeated in the House 
by the Democratic vote,—the only Republic- 
ans voting against it being those from Cleve- 
land and Cincinnati. The effect of this de- 
{eat is to deprive the State Treasury of near- 
ly $3,000,000 in revenue, which of course must 
be levied upon the farmers; mechanics, and 
merchants of that State. 

The Constitution of Ohio forbids the grant- 
ing of a license to sell liquors by retail for 
purposes of drinking. During the thirty 
years that this has been the organic law. the 
various Legislatures of Ohio have passed 
ail kinds of prohibitory bills, and yet not the 
slightest attention has been paid to them by 
the public. Men have drank just as freely 
in Ohio as in Illinois, or in Indiana, or in Ken- 
tucky. Innumerable suits have been brought, 
and they have never accomplished anything 
in the way of prohibition. The statutes 
bristle with legislation and the dockets 
with litigation, and yet intemperance 
has not diminished: fen have sold 
freely and drank freely, and tue State of 
Ohio has not derived a penny of revenue 
from the traffic, nor has a single saloon- 
keeper stopped selling. Tais session, Sen- 
ator Pound introduced his bill levying a 
special tax of $250 upon the sgle of intoxi- 
eating drinks, basing it upon the Michigan 
tax system, which experience had shown to 
be both wise and practical. It has been 
clearly demonstrated in Michigan under the 
prohibitory laws, when no tax was levied. 
there was an increase of intoxication and 
crime, and that since the Jevying of a heavy 
tax upon saloons and dramshops there has 
been a decrease of at least one-fourth of the 
saloons. The low dens and disreputabie re- 
sorts have been suppressed by the tax, and 
the business has been concentrated very 
generally in the hands of more respectable 
and responsible people. With the increased 
responsibility there was a decrease of drunk- 
enness and crime. A considerable part of 

consumption was stopped, and the low 
dens were wiped out of existence because 
they could not pay the tax, which was a 
heavy one. 

Senator Pound’s bill was based upon this 
system, and proposed to levy atax of $250 
upon every saloon or concern engaged in 
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selling liquor at retail. As we have said, it 
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passed the Senate py a large majority, and 
failed im the House by a close vote. It 
would have yielded to the State of Ohio 
between three and four million dollars of 
revenue, relieving the taxpayers that much, 
and would have closed up one-third or one- 
fourth of the drinking dens, and by so much 
reducing the bulk of intemperance in the 
State, and would have placed the liquor busi- 
ness in more respectable and responsible 
hands, 

There weuld have been no trouble in en- 
forcing the law, for almost the entire com- 
munity, as in Michigan, Would have been in 
its favor, which eannot be predicated of 
prohibition. Coercive teetotalism has never 
amd can never be enforced in the 
West, but this law would Almost 
have enforced itself. As.against coercive tee- 
totalism, the moderate-drinkers always unite 
in opposition with the hard drinkers, but 
when a heavy tax is levied on saloons the 
case is reversed. Every establishment that 
pays the tax insists that all others shall pay 
also, and they aid in enforcing the law. The 
taxpayers are interested in having a large 
tax collected. Moderate drinkers, as well as 
teetotalers, are united on this point. The more 
tax that is collected from saloons the less 
heavily taxation falis upon other and more 
reputable classes of business. Moderate 
drinkers in Ohio do not see why saloons 
should escape the taxation when seventy-five 
cents of every dollar saloons take in is clear 
profit. 

The tax plan is the only sensible system 
that can be applied. Licensing is a mis- 
nomer. It is not properly a tax. Is is only 
a*legal permission to sell whisky in drinks. 
In our own State the Pound bill, or any bill 
modeled upon the Michigan tax system, if 
applied by general law, would furnish a 
large revenue to the State and reduce the 
evils of intemperance as low as they can ever 
be reduced by legislation. The rest of it 
would have t@ be accomplished, as far as 
possible, by moral means and the use of com- 
mon sense. The Democrats of the Ohio 
Legislature, by opposing the Pound bull, 
have voted that the saloonkeeper shall es- 
cape taxation. They have established an- 
other privileged class upon the same footing 
as churches, schoolhouses, and ceme- 
terles! They have voted to levy 
the $5,000,000 of revenue which would have 
been collected from saloonkeepers, who can 
richly afford to pay it, upon merchants, me- 
chanics, and farmers, and upon the cottage 
of the widow and the patrimony of the 
orphan.” Meanwhile there is nocheck upon 
liquor-selling in Ohio, no check upon drunk- 
enness, no check upon the low dens and 
dives, and the saloon has the same privilege 
as the church and the schoolhouse, in not 
having to pay one penny of taxation. 
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THE GREAT ‘TRANS-SAHARA I RAILROAD. 

The New York Herald of Monday last 
contains several columns of details as to the 
proposed line of railroad contemplated by 
the French from Algeria to the Soudan, 
crossing the great Sahara Desert, a distance 
of 1,600 miles. The report of the engineer 
who was commissioned by the Government 
to examine the project is in favor of it, 
though he frankly states the obstacles in the 
way ofit. These are the climate, the water 
supply, the moving sands, and the inhab- 
ltants. He believes that the heat of the 
desert can be avoided by a respit of a few 
hours in the hottest part of the day, and that 
the inconvenience of the climate will be 
obviated by its rare nealthfulness. The ques- 
tion of water is a serious one, but 
he believes that moderate amounts can 
be obtained along the line from springs 


Proper. infiltration through the river beds, 


artesian sheets, “aid the small streams that 
0oze to the surface under the sandhills that 
hide and prevent their evaporation.“ So far 
assand is concerned, he believes that the 
wind itself will keep the track free except 
in deep guts, and these can be protected. As 
to the inhabitasts, he does not anticipate any 
hostility from them. The cost of the road 
from Algeria to the Niger, with branches to 
Timbuctoo and Bourroom, is estimated at 
$80,000,000. The main elements of trade are 
the supplying of the Soudan with grain from 
Algeria, which is now taken there by camels, 
sea salt, which is wholly wanting in Central 
Africa, and the import to France of oleagi- 
nous grain and fruits, cotton, hides, indigo, 
and rice, and also of sugar, coffee, and tobac- 
co, which can be easily cultivated in 
the Soudan. “All this,” the report says, 
“could naturally be brought more ch@aply 
from Soudan than from the East and West 
Indies, and it is fair to presume that in a 
comparatively short time that country would 
be able to furnish at least one-tenth of the 
quantity. The freight on 100,000tons of such 
stuffs would more than pay for all the north- 
waré-bould trains. Ivory, ostrich-feathers, 
and gold dust, heretofore sent to the Medi- 
terranvan on the heads of slaves, who thus 
worked their passage, so to speak, across the 
desert, would be all the more certain to help 
the railway from the receat restrictions on 
the slave trade.” The report promises well 
on paper, and the prospects are set forth 
very confidently, but to the reader at this 
distance this vast stretch of desert*travel, 
ost down to the equator, seems like a 
dream. ln these days of magnificent achieve- 
ments, however, it may yet be possible that 
the smoke of the locomotive will be a famil- 
iar sight to the rovers of the Sahara. 
SAFE- KEEPING OF THE CITY FUN DS. 
‘There was a very remarkable proceeding 
in the Common Council at its last session 
pending the final adoption of the revised 
ordinances, which the following extract from 
the record will reveal: 


Aid. Burley offered an amendment to Sec. 539, 
governing the monthiv reports of the City Treas- 
urer. The gmentment provided that the Treas- 
urer, shouid set forth what banks, if any, the 
city money was deposited in, and suvuld present 
a statement from the banks that the money was 
actualiy there. 

Ald, Cullerton asked if it was not a well-known 
fact that the banks were in the habit of paying 
the Treasurer interest on daily balances. 


Ald. Burley said he believed such to be the 
fact. The requirement for a statement would 
be an additional! safeguard for the city. 

Ald. Barrett said the Treasurer gave a bond, 
and it made no odds what he did witb the money 
80 lung as bis bondsmen were responsibie. 

Ald, Buriey said that question was fully an- 
swered in the Gage matter. Under the present 
arrangement the Controller had no check upon 
the Treasurer, and had uo authority to inquire 
where the money was.

The proposition made by Ald. Burley was 
suggested by his own experience while act- 
ing as Controller under a former Aduminis- 
tration. That experience taught him that 
the Controller has no check upon the 
Treasurer, but must accept the latter’s per- 
sonal statement as final and conclusive 
when he reports that he has a certain amount 


of money on hand. If the Treasurer were 


required to state specifically where his funds 
are deposited, it would be possible to verify 
the accounts at least once a month. The 
Treasurer would not then dare to assert that 
he had so and so much money at a certain 
bank when his account was short; or, if he 
took such a risk, his statement would lead at 
once to suspicion, investigation, and expo- 
sure. In the absence of such particulariza- 
tion, the Controller, the Mayor, the Council, 
and the public must rest content with the 
Treasurer’s individual assurance and await 
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— his term of office to ascer 
tain whether his accounts are right or not. 

Had the ordinance required a detailed 
statement of the moneys actually on deposit 
in the various banks ten years ago and op- 
ward, after the manner Ald. Burley pro- 
posed the other evening, the city would 
never have lost one dollar by ex-Treasurer 
Gage. That officer would never have made 
a personal use of city money, and he would 
have reported every thirty days,just where 
the fufids were deposited,—in what banks, 
and how much in each one, 

Under these circumstances we cannot 
possibly understand the motives that 
prompted sixteen Aldermen and the Mayor 
to vote against Ald. Burley’s wise and 
judicious proposition. Such men as Wick- 
ersham, Ballard, Watkins, and Young cer- 
tainly ought to have comprehended the 
workings and sympathized with the purpose 
of Ald. Burley’s suggestion. The Mayor 
should be the first to promote any system 
calculated to protect the city funds from 
embezzlement. The bond which David A. 
Gage @ffered the city, and which the Council 
of thit time approved, was considered just 
as good at that time as the bond of the 
present City Treasurer now is. The op- 
portunity for misapplication of the funds 
exist@now as it did then. But a requirement 
that the monthly report of the Treasurer 
shall state explicitly the amount of money 
deposited in the various banks would pro- 
vide d constant check and means of verifica- 
tion, and would act as a constant restraint 
upon the officer making such statement. 
What, then, in the name of common sense 
and common prudenc®, induced the Mayor 
and sixteen Aldermen to vote down such a re- 
quirement ? 


A Paradlse Mor Detectives, Smellers, 
and Informers. 

If latest advices from Europe deserve any 
credence it seems almost certain that a new 
Holy Alliance is to be formed by Germany, 
Russia, and Austria, upon the basis of mutual 
protection against the Nihilists, Socialists, In- 
ternationals, Communards, Irredentas, or what- 
ever the revolutionary societies may be termed 
in the different countries where they originated. 
As already stated in Taz Trainpuxe, the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Windthorst fora more explicit det? 
nition of the right of asylum in the several 
European States was adopted by the German 
Reichsrath with only three dissenting votes. 
This resolution reads as follows: 


Reaolved by the Reicharath, That the Chancel- 
lor of the German Empire is requested to use 
bis efforts and influence with other States for 
the purpose of securing the united action and 
obiigation on the part of such States to attain 
the following objects: To threaten with punisu- 
ment (1) the assasinadon, or attempt at assusi- 
nation, committed on the person of the ruler of 
any State joining the compact; @) any agreec- 
ment or coalition between two or more persons 
to execute said crime, even if the crime should 
not be attempted; o any public instigation or 
persnasjon tocommit suct crime. Punishment 
shall not alone be threatened against the State's 
own subjects, but also against all foreigners re- 
siding within the limits of such State found 
guilty of any one of the three above 
named crimes. And, furthermore, every State 
joining the compact sball deliver any person re- 
siding within its limits whois nota sulject of 
such State, and who has committed the first- 
named crime, to the State where he perpetrated 
or attempted to perpetrate the deed, upon the 
demand of the proper State authorities. 


And now it is reported from Berlin that Bis- 
marck has prepared a circular to be sent to all 
the European States, in which he proposes a plan 
for the suppression of Socialism and Nihilism. 
The main points of this plan are as follows: 


1. An international Confederacy of States is 
created for the purpose of joint action against 
all societies and organizations whose existence, 
workings, and operations are dungerous to the 
life of monarchs and incompatible with the sta- 
bility of State institutions and Governments. 

2. Every European State can join this Con- 
federacy irrespective of its constitution or form 
of government. 

3. All those societies whose object it is to un- 
dermine the existing powers and prerogatives 
of State Governments, to promulgate commu- 
nistic or similar ideas, to support all anarchi- 
cal attempts and jntencions, shall be interdicted 
and prohibited by the lawmaking power of 
these Confederate States. 

4. The proven participation in and member- 
ship of such a society, organization, or meet 
which rests under the suspicion of indorsing 
and prompting said tendencies and principles 
* be punishable by law. 

. The punishment shall in serious cases con- 
sist in incarceration; in milder cases in the as- 
sigument of a fixed residence, which the cul- 
prit dace not leave (Internirung.) 

6. The assigumert of a tixed residence for 
any suspicioned person shall conBist in no less 
than two, nor more than ten years. Persons 
under age and others for whose moral and 
political deportment paternal authority, in- 
fluence, and power over them are not a 
suflicient guarantee, shall be lodged in State in- 
stitucions for detention, where their education 
will be completed. . 

7. For the custody over and taking care of 
any individuals dangerous to the Confederacy 
of States, all States who claim them as subjects 
are responsible to the Confederacy. 

8. Freedum of the press, the right to assemble., 
and the right of emigration inside the Con- 
federacy may be limited on general principles 
during a period of from three to ten veurs. 

9. The vrobibicion or interdiction of a so- 
ciety or — 7 — in one State shall prohibit 
and ſuterdiek mem in all States of the Confeder- 
ation. 

10. An international law for safety shall be 


reated. 
11.¢Political societics and clubs in universities 
or higu schools are uncunditionally interdicted, 
and the formation or participation in such 
organizations is to be severely punished. 

In order todrawa line of demarkation be- 
tween those States which have and those which 
have not joined the Confederacy, and in order 
to exercise a degree of pressure upon the latter, 
the following rules and regulations are proposed 
for adoption: 

1. The subjects of States not belonging to the 
Confederacy will only be granted the right of 
residence within the territory of any of the 
Confederate States after baving obtained the 
pe: rmission from the authorities of such State. 

After baving obtaiuei this permission, such 
snbject ean only change his residence after hav- 
ing informed the authorities and obtained their 
Cousent. 

3. The passport of such a foreign subject must 
contain the route he proposes to travel, and 
after arriving at the point of bis destination he 
shall not be permitted to reside there unicss 
consent of the proper authorities has first been 
obtuined. 

But besides these Draconian measures to erect 
a Chinese wall around the States joining this 
Europeah Confederacy, other ways and means 
will be considered to protect the lives of she 
anointed and crowned heads of Europe. Cer- 
tain trades and manufactures shall hereafter 
stand uuder strict police surveillance, and the 
right of sale of ali explosive materials of what- 
ever kind or nature will be granted only to cer- 
tain firms under direct cuntrol of the police 
authorities. The manufacture Of all explo- 
sive materials without proper permit, or their 
concealment or transportation, is to be pun- 
ished with severe penalties of incarceration. 
The State's police shall take precedence and 
command over the local policein ali cities ot 
over 6,000 inhabitants. All extradition treaties 
are to be revised and amended so that the par- 
ticipation in or membership of any dangerous 
society or orgauization, shall be sufficient cause 
for the extradition of any person. A convention 
of the high police officiais shall be held twice a 
year, and for Germany there is to be es- 
tablished a Board of Safety, under the di- 
rect control of the Chancellor of the Em- 
pire. Finally, the bigh police officials of 
the States belonging to the Confederacy shal 
be permitted to coufer with each other directly 
on all matters of business appertaining to their 
departments, thereby saving loss of time caused 
by red-tape, etc. 

Whether the fever-dreams of reaction and 
despotism, trembling in fear of their existence. 
will be realized, time must develop. So much is 
certain, however: that the prevenuonof the sale 
or manufacture of all explosive materiais will 
not prevent the existence of explosive ideas and 
thoughts in the heads and brains of the people. 
Dynamite, nitro-glycerine, etc., can be placed 
under the guardianship and control of the 
police, but thoughts and ideas of —— 
people pay no tolls or duties.

THE ADVANCE IN GRAIN RATES. 

Commissioner Fiak has just issued the follow- 
ing circular regarding the recent advance in 
grain rates ordered by the trunk-line Presidents, 
which has caused so much excitement and in- 
diguation among Western shippers: 

Ata meeting of the Presidents of the trunk 
lines held April 16, representing aiso the prin- 
cipal Western roads, the following action was 
taken; 

Resolved, That the agreemen@f March 11, 1881, 
as per circular No, 247, be coufirmed, and that 
the Executive Committee is hereby instructed 
to see that the same is faithfuily carried out; 
that inasmuch as the tariff of April was estab- 
lished for the summer season, aud the reduction 
of April ll was made only to meet special 
rates, which have since been wita- 
drawn, commencing with Monday, April 
16, 1881, the tariff of April 1 be restored, and 
that the rate on eighth-class be made W cents 
per 100 pounds, on the basis of Chicago to New 
York; that rates on all classes of dead freight, 
east and west bound, be immediately restored 
and hereafter maintained; that the rates on live 
stock and dressed beef be also restored, and the 
Commissioner be authorized to conter with the 
managers, and in case any oue should refuse to 
restore rates to the tariff the Commission 
shall establish the lowest rate as the basis f 
the general tariff, notice to be given by the Com- 
missioner of the date on which rates are either 
restored or the reduced rates made general; 
that whenever it becomes necessary in carrying 
out the agreement of March Ii to reduce rates to 
meé6t the cut rates of any one competing line, 


that a8 soon as satisfactory ewdence is 
obtained that the reguésr tariff rates 
cun be restored and maintained. the 


restoration of rates can be made immediately, 
without the previous ten days’ notice; said 
notice will only be given in case of a regular 
and permanent increase in tariff. The reduc- 
tions made under agreement ot March ll are 
only to be considered as temporary, and wiil be 
in force only for the time that engagements or 
contracts below the established rates are in ex- 
istence. 

And thus the all-powerful trunk-line Presi- 
Gents attempt to destroy the pony wees that the 
shippers have derived from the Eastern pooling 
arrangement. The rule to give ten days’ 
notice of a contemplated advance in rates has 
been the only good puint in the Easterp arrange- 
ment, becuuse snippers knew befvurehund 
when such advance was to go into effect, 
und could make their contracts and pur- 
chases accordingly. A number of shippers 
bere cuntracted fora large amount of business 
inst week on the supposition that they could 
suipitat the 2-cert rate, believing that the 
Kasteru roads would be donest cnough to stick 
tothe agreement, which requires a ten-days’ 
not.ce of a contemplated advance in rates. 
the late action of tne trunk-line Presidents has 
shown them that, in counting upon the good 
fuith and honesty of Eastern raiwoad magnates, 
tnoy counted the chichens before they were 
batched. Every argument of the truok-line 
magnates in@avor of the Eastern pool bas la:d 
stress upon the good it is doing the shippers by 
letti.e them kuow of a contemplated advance 
ten days before it was made. No other argu- 
ment in favor of the arrangement could be made 
except that it benefited the railroads by stop- 
pug all competiaon. Now, when the 
trunk lines find that even the pooling 
arrangements will not prevent the railroads 
from cutting tue rates, they do not goto work 
and punish the evildoers for their faithblesness, 
but chastise the shippers and make them pay 
for the damage by rescinding ine only provision 
in the Eastern pooling arrangemeut that bas 
been of any earthly benetit. Mr. Fink says no 
notice of a contemplated advance wiil be given 
only in case when the reduction was broucht 
about by the cutting of rates by the roads them- 
selves. Now all that is necessary to apply this 
to all future advances is, to state that che pre- 
vious reduction was made on account of the 
cutting of some road or otber. Mr. Fink's cir- 
cular also gives to understand that uo more eu- 


gagements or contracts. at the 2-cent 
rate are in existence, and consequent- 
ly the advance has been made. Mr. 


Fink must — r know that nearly every 
road leading out of this city has pow contracts 
enough on band at the 25-cent rate to last them 
for more than a month. Nota pound of freigit 
has been shipped since Monday from this city at 
tbe pew rates. All that is now going forward 
uus been contracted for at the 25-cent rate. Cu- 
fortunately itis only the smaller shippers who 
are suffering from the rapid advance. The big 
shippers bave their contracts at the old rates 


safely stowed away in their safes, and the rail- | 


roads will have to carry them out. This ac- 
counts for the fact that the lurge shippers have 
nothing to say agu inst this latest outrage of the 
trunk lines. and why the complaints all come 
from the small shippers. The action of the 
trunk lines is entirely indefensibie, and the soon- 
er they rectify the wrong done the better it 
will be for their interests. The managers of 
thé railroads centering in‘this city and ail over the 
West take the ground that the trunk-lioe ra- 
roads bave made a mistake, and that by their 
late uction they have thrown additional fuel 
into the fire that bas been smoidering among 
the Western Graogers,for some time past. Fears 
are generally expressed among Western rail- 
road men that onerous rullroad tegisiation, 
which will resuit disastrously to many Western 
railroads, will result from the arbitrary manner 
with which the Eastern magnates treat the 
Western people.

THE TRUCKMEN’S STRIKE. 

The announcement made exclusively in yes- 
terduys TRIBCNeE that the delivery orjtruck- 
men at the various freight depots in this city 
bad decided to ask foran advance of 20 per cent 
on their present wages, and in the event of this 
demand not being granted to inaugurate a 
strike at 12 o'clock noon to-day, caused much 
excitement in railroad and shipping circles. A 
strike of the delivery and truck men is a serious 
matter, as was shown by the trouble on the 
Lake Shore and Milwaukee & St. Paul Roads last 
year, when freight bueiness on these roads was 
completely stopped for some dags. A general 
strike on all the roads would stop all the freight 
business in this city, and not only in- 
jure the railroads themselves, but would inflict 
great damage upon our commercial interests. 
The railroads should make every effort to pre- 
vent such a calamity and try to bring dbout a 
compromise by which the trouble can be avert- 
ed. Most of the railroad men seen yesterday 
in regard to this matter claimed to have no 
knowledge of a contemplated strike on the part 
of their delivery and truck men further than 
they read in yesterday's TRipuNt, and most of 
them seemed to feel quite certain that there 
would be no strike on their roads. Only the 
Rock Island and Michigan Central officials ad- 
mitted that they have been served with memo- 
rials askwa for a 20 per cent advance similar to 
that published in Tux Trispune. They could 
not say What they would do under the 
circumsiances. The eneral feelmg was 
that a mectin 0 railroad officials 
should be hek at once and _ united 
acticn in regard to this maticr taken. Some of 
the roads would be willing to give the men an 
advance, and thus avoid trouble, but thes are 
afraid to take the initiative, for fear that it 
might get into trouble with the other lines. As 
alreudy stated. only a few of the roads were 
served with the memorials praying for an ad- 
vunce yesterday, but the men state that the rest 
will be served this morning. The reason that 
they did not serve all the roads with the me- 
mortal yesteruay was the fear on the part of 
the men that the roads might take advantage of 
the notice given them, and bring new hands 
from interior points before the strike had been 
inaug@rated. They say they learned this by 
the experience they had with the Lake Shore 
and the Milwaukee & St. Paul last year. 

The wen ciaim that the railroads must have 
known of their desire to get an increase in 
wages for some time, as the local agents in 
charge of the freight-bouse had been made fully 
acquainted with the fact on every possible bo- 
casion. They say rent, fuel, and everything else 
has advanced in price, and they find themselves 
simply unable to support themselves and fuin- 
ilies with the wages they now receive. The 
truck-men suy they get but $1.25 per day, which 
is 25 cents jess than the suow-shovelers earned 
on the Westernn roads during the winter. Any- 
one might know that with the preseat prices a 
man cannot support a family on 8 to 835 a 
month. ‘They d.d not desire to embarrass busi- 
ness, but pecessity competied them to try to se- 
cure higher wages. 

Delegations from the various freight-houses 
in the city met on the North Side last evening w 
take detinit action rewarding the contemplated 
strike. The proceedings were strictly private, 
and not even the place of meeting was divulged. 
Yet Tun TRIBUNE, with its usual enterprise, is 
able to givea full report of the proceedings.

CHICAGO BELT TRANSFER COS- 
PANY. 


The new charter of the Chicago Belt Transfer 
Company was tiled yesterday morning in the 
Recorder's office. An Official ciroular setting 
forth the plansof the Company has just been 
issued. 

It states that the icago Belt Transfer 
Company has been orgfRized to take the place 
of the Chicago Park & Transfer Railroad Com- 
pany to adapt the charter to the gerently 
enlarged scope to which the enterprise has devei- 
oped since it was undertaken, somewhat more 
thau a year. avo. Siutistics and arguments in 
tu vor of sucha scheme have heen given iu the 
press and by cireular so fully that it is not now 
a2 us necessary to reproduce any of them. 

The plan includes the followmg departments. 

I. be construction of a belt of road for the 
transter of freight, passengers, and express with 
the proper depots and transfer yards, 

2. The operation of a freight Clearing bouse in 
connection with the transfers. 

3. To afford the rapid transit facilities now de- 
manded by the extraordinary increase of Chi- 
go Manufacturing interests, and to extend these 
facilities to the great extent of unoccupied land 
poten will be opened by the coostrutiion of this 
roa 


As indicated by an accompanying map, the 
beit will intersect every road ieaving Chicago. 
and at each junction will be a depot, transfer 
yard, and warehouse. And at some convenient 
point will be the clear!ng-bouse, general offices, 
repair shops, and a lurge yard where any excess 
of curs can de stored or ciassifiea. The length 
of the roud will be about thirty-four miles, with 
from two to four main trucks and the necessary 


I sidings; and this Company will provide its own 


equipment. In this way twenty engines can do 
the work which now requires the use of four 
times that number. 

A belt-read is in successful operation in In- 
dianapolis; companies have been incorporated 
for such projects in Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Kansas City, and Denver; the New York 
Central has constructed a circular track 
u rouud Rochester; and the Peoria & 
Pekin Union Railway Company was organized to 
handle the terminal business of the two cities 
named in its title. It is scarcely necessary to 
assert that the demand for such facilities in 
Chicago vastly exceed that of all the other places 
above named. 

The movement of all freight would be under 
the direction of the proper vificial at the cleur- 
ing-house and its arrival would be telegraphed 
to him, and a complete record of the same kept. 

Elaborate tables are subjvined, showing bow 
the clearing-house scheme would work, and it is 
asserted that the applicauon of this system to 
the roads would finaliy becume as indispensable 
to them agit is now to the banks. Such an in- 
stitution bas been establisned in Boston for the 
New England roads, which is propyunced a suc- 
cess.

DISCONTENTED SWITCHMEN. 

It is now feared that some of the railroads 
will after all have trouble with their switchmen. 
It was learned yesterday that the switchmen in 
the empioy of the Chicago & Alton have made a 
demand for higher wages. but owing to 
tne absence of General Manager McMullin no 
definit answer could be given. It is now reported 
that these men sent by mail yesterday a petition 
to General Manager McMullin asking for an in- 
crease of wages. The men ciaim that the cost 
of living fas advanced 0 per cent within the 
past six months, without any correspond ig in- 
crease in wages. They ask that their pay be in- 
creased 80 a8 to equai the pay uf the same class 
of men on the Nortowestera, the Fort Wayne, 
and the Burlington Roads. The petition re- 
quests that for twenty-six days’ work the men 
should be paid 82.50 and $2.70 for each day 
worked; that for work on Sunday a full day's 
pay be allowed; and that for any time over teu 
bours a day an extra aliowance of 25 and 27 cents

CINCINNATI, O., April 20.—The Vice-President, 
General Superintendent, and other officers of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroud were to-day 
summoned to New York, where an important 
conference of the dignitaries of the system is 
soon to be held: It is considered certain here 
that one of the results of the conference will be 
the abandonwent of the five-foot or Southern 
gauge, and the adoption of the four feet eigbt 
and one-half incnes or Northern gauge. This 
action, though it bas been considered a certainty 
of the future, bas been precipitated by the recent 
protracted freight blockade,entailing a heavy loss 
ot revenue which could have been saved with a 
Northern gauge, as the Company would have 
been able tu borrow al! the cars it desired froin 
the North. When the Louisville & Nashville 
abandons the five-foot gauye, the Cincinnati 
Southern must follow at once, and it 1s believed 
that roads farther south cannot postpone the 
sume change any great length.ot time. The 
death-kneti of the five-foot gauge is evidentiy 
ringing. The change will be easy for the Cin- 
cinuaci Southern, for the reason that all 
its rolling-stock bas been built with such 
a contingency in view, and can be eAsily adapted 
to the narrower gauge. The heaviest Mogul 
engine can be changed to the standard gauge at 
a cost of less thun $300. For the roads further 
south, where no such change bas beeu contem- 
plated, and whose resources are limited, the 
chunge will be a more serious matter.

PASSENGER AND TICKET AGENTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 20.—The meeting of 
the General Ticket and Passengér Agents fur- 
nished its revision of the rate-table and ad- 
journed to-day. The meeting adopted the rates 
recommended by the Committee, and adopted 
resolutions passed at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Ticket and Passenger Agents Convention 
at Chicago, the substance of which is as follows: 
From and after May 1, 1881, ail third-ciass and 
emigrant tickets, except those sold at actual 
Seuboard points to actual ship emigrants, are 
to be ‘withdrawn from sale.

Second-class rates on all 
second -cluas tickets are advanced to correspoud 
with second-ciass rates made by seaboard trunk 
lines to Chicago and St. Louisa. Where lower 
thun second-class rates are made to trans-Mis- 
souri River points, they suall be quoted as

GOSSIP. 
THE PARK nir.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 20.—The circus in 
the House to-day over the Park bill furnished 
the first really lively party fight of the ses- 
sion. Whatever else it demonstrated, it 
clearly showed that the Republicans can be 
brought to stand up to the rack when it is 
necessary.

this session, some of the latter might have 
escaped the untimely and generally unmer 
ited fate which has befallen them.

This particular portion of the bill was graft- 
ed on to the original in the shape of a com- 
mittee amendment, ostensibly designed to 
disabuse the Granger mind of any fear that 
the measure would operate anywhere out- 
side of Chicago. A few of the advocates, as 
well as the opponents of the bill, saw 
the effect of the amendment, but tne 
latter, having engaged in a party fight against 
the measure, would sooner have cut otf their 
right thumbs than back out. The few advo- 
cates of the bill who are in the secret lay the

over in the Senate, and then get the Louse to 
concur in the bill as it comes back.

Result of a Jail Search—The Re- 
volver Discovered. 


New Regulations Agreed On—Visit- 
ing Days to Be Abolished. 


The jail was remarkably stili yesterday—more 
so than ordinary. Few of the prisoners compar- 
atively got their “ exercise,” and less than the 
usual number of “ privileged” ones were on the 
ground floor. McKay, who shot the colored 
man Cooley Tuesday afternoon, was still in 
the dungeon. Burns, however, being wounded, 
was in his cell in order that his injury might be 
watched by bis celi-mate, Dr. Haywood, the 
murderer of McMahou. Neither of these men 
had much to say,~merely repeating the state- 
ments made to TRIBUNE reporters the previous 
eveuing. 

Early in the forenoon Sheriff’ Mann and Jailer

SEARCHED ALL THE CELLS. 

They did not expect to find any evidence against 
those who were in the conspiracy to break out, 
knowing that revolvers, powder, ete., could be 
easily gotten rid of by means of the convenient 
donikers.“ The result was about a dozen case- 
knives, balf a dozen forks, and several pocket- 
knives. None of these articles were in secret 
places, and the Sheriff does not believe that the 
prisoners had them for evil purposes. As 
what he was after was not brought 
to light, he told the jail plumber

„ donikers,”’ the water would wash them out of 
the pipe into the sewer.

of persons tobreak jail. McKay was the orig- 
inator, and it is believed that he is the one (safe- 
biowing being in his line) who filled the gas- pipe 
railing with powder. Cooley and two other 
prisoners saw him light the fuse just before the 
explosion. Redney Burns, as stated yesterday, 
was one of the party. Paddy Cavanaugh, Mc- 
Kay's pal; Mike Garrity, * Dutehy Schraeder, 
and a thief named Ash were also iu the plot. All 
these men were out of their cells at the time of 
the break, but Burns and McKay, and an- 
other, were the only ones who did what 
bad been allotted to them. The third man, who 
is unknown at present, iet sume coconspirators 
out of their cells. He and the others, excepting 
Burns and McKay, were probably frightened be- 
cause things didn't“ go off’ as they expected,— 
the blast proving a failure,—and rushed to their 
cells before the watchmen got a sight of them. 
However, Sheriff’ Mann is in possession of the 
whole plot, and all who were in it will be proper- 
ly punished. If the negro dies, the conspirators 
are equally guilty of murder with McKay, and 
liable to be hung. Two of the less hard- 
ened realize this, and they have squealed, 
giving away their associates. As _ there 
were many in the scheme, it is probable that 
others will endeavor to square themselves by 
turning State’s evidence. The Grand Jury will 
make an investigation of the affair within a 
week, and the prisoners named, barring McKay 
and Burns, and others, will be summoned as 
witnesses. There is already a piain case against 
Burns and McKay, and they are sure to be in- 
dicted, and it is probable that half a dozen 
others will be.

A REFORM IS NECESSARY. 


He said yesterday that there would be no more 
* visitors’ days.“ and. while he should let iu a 
relative or a friend of a prisoner now and then, 
he would detain all packages until the clerk bad 
time to examine them to see that they contained 
only food and clothing. While the County Jail 
is a place of detention, and not a penitentiary, 
and, consequentiy the discipline of the latter 
cannot be enforced, more precautions can be 
taken than have been customary toinsure the 
sufe-keeping of the inmates. Forty-five out of 
titty of the visitors Tuesdays and Fridays— 
when any applicant is permitted to enter—are 
prostitutes and thieves. It is seidom that the 
father or mother of a prisoner is seen in the 
cage talking to a sonon the other side of the 
grating. Not one of these women or men should 
be allowed to talk to their“ friends.“ It one of 
them brings anything to jail it should be taken 
from bim at the outside door, the prisoner's 
nume written on it, and the package laid aside 
until itcan be inspected. And no person what- 
ever—not even a lawyer, (and not more than 
three attorneys at a time)—should huve 
access to the consulting cage without a 
permit. The conspirators knew the prevalent 
custom, under which any number of lawyers get 
in atany hour, and some of them took advan- 
tage of it Tuesday to get out ot their cells after 
they had been locked up for the night. And it 
wouldn't be a bad idea to

day and night, insiead of two as at present. It is 
the intention to enlarge the jail by extending it 
to Dearborn street when the County Clerk and 
County Treasurer move over to the South Side. 
When the change is making a piatform should 
be constructed in each corner, half-way between 
the roof and floor, with a guard on 
each platform, armed with a sixteen-shooter. 
Two men could command all below them, and, 
being out of reach, could suppress any * break’ 
desperate prisoners might make. This or a 
similar plan is neceasary, or some day, when 
there are half a dozen men like McKay and 
Burns locked up, the watchmen, and Jailer, and 
turnkeys will be killed, and a general delivery 
will follow. It would never do to give the 
watchmen revolvers, for that would be putting 
temptation in the way of meu anxious to es- 
cape. Two or three prisoners could overcome any 
official and take his revolver from him and shoot 
him. The watchmen carry the keys to the cells 
when on duty. If there were armed guards, 
and the keys were secured by a prisoner, he 
could be killed while letting others out of their 
cells, or any uumber gould be picked off if an 
attempt were made to force their way out. 
Whether this suggestion is carried out or not, 
the prisoners in the County Jail will not here- 
alter have a picnic every day in the week. 


ELECTRICITY VERSUS GAS.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., April 19.—The City Council 
last night rejected all the bids for lighting the 
streets. A proposition was read from the Brush 
Electric Light Company offering to lignt the city 
better than is now done, 2,400 hours per annum, 
ata yearly sum of $8,000. The Committee on 
Light recommended the adoption of this 
proposition, but, after a general discussion, 
action was postponed one week. During the 
debate it was stated that,in the event the 
contract for lighting the streets was not 
awarded to the nt gas company, that 
corporation would probably cut off gas in the 
suburbs and advance the cost to down-town 
consumers.

RIVERSIDE. 
THE FOAMING DESPLAINES. 

Yesterday morning a Trisune reporter 
boarded a train of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Road bound for Riverside, his object in 
visiting that quie d park-like suburbau re- 
treat being to ins the River Desplaines in its 
new réle as a rushing, foam-fleeked torrent, 
flooding fertile cornfields and orchards, and 
thiegatening tosweep away dwellings with its 
suddenly-acquired strength. On its way out the 
train crossed several miles of flooded prairie 
land, but this extra water was said to have come 
from noriver or creek. The ground being of 
clay, it had held in its surface the 
melted snow and ice under which it 
bad been duried all winter, „ possibly 
getting a littie more water from surrounding 
elevations. But where the soil was sandy the 
top appeared dry enough, the grass being curied 
and brown to show that the sun's heat had been 
beating down upon it for some time. So at one 
time the train would be crossing a stretch of 
land in condition suitable for a picnic or iawn 
pasty, and at another time it would be running 
ung a track that seemed almost to have been 
laid op a sand-bar of no smali-sized pond. The 
trees and fences rearing up out of the water, 
however, evidenced the fact to a stranger 
that the condition of things was not 
ordinary. When Kiverside appeared in sight 
there was nothing visibie at first to indicate a 
flood. The village appesred deserted, it is true, 
because its citizens bad ali gone to Chicago, as 
usual, to attend to pusiness, but the handsome, 
winding drives and roadways of the place pre- 
served their accustomed evenness and were 
actually dusty. So far as Riverside is con- 
cerned there is no danger to be apprehended 
from floods, for, even with the water as high as 
it is now. Riverside is 


SOME FIFTEEN FEET HIGHER. 


Through the kindness of Dr. J. L. Congdon, of 
Riverside, the reporter was enabled to view 
miles of the flooded country from the com- 
fortabie seat of a buggy in which he and the 
Doctor drove about for two or three bours. 
They saw the Desplaines in what must have been 
the * proudest hours of its lite.“ Although littie 
better than a brook under ordinary circum- 
stancés, it was yesterday tossing its mighty 
mane” with a roar that could be heard rods 
away, and with an appearance probably like 
that of the waters that came down at Ladore.” 

The first view taken of the Desplaines by the 
reporters yesterday was a short distance from 
the railway station. The natugal channel of the 
river here follows an S-sha course,—indeed, 
the tortuous stream is shaped all along like a 
succession of letters 8,—but yesterday the natu- 
ral channel could be located only by watching 
for nts where the water 
seemed most turbulent. The peninsulas 
created by the winding course of the river had 
all been inundated to the depth of six or eight 
feet. The tops of busbes could just be seen as 
they were swuyed about by the current, and 
huge trees—regular groves—were stunding fair- 
ly in the water. “That is a splendid picnic 

round ip the summer time,“ observed Dr. 

ongdon, pointing to a cluster of oaks and ma- 
ples, about the trunks of which the water was 
eddying and foaming. Then the Doctor pointed 
to a stone pathway leading from the bank 
where the buggy was standing, and 
continued: “That pathway leads out to 
an artificial lake.“ but the Jake and 
the continuation of the stone uthway 
were deep below the surface of the muddy over- 
flow. Another spot where only rushing water 
could be seen was pointed out to the reporter as 
the site of a rustic bridge that had been swept 
away. 

Driving along the bank of the ftnundated 
valley the reporter saw here and there the tops 
of old corn-staiks, showing where fields were 
soon to be plowed if the flood subsided. The 
lower bridge was finally crossed on the road 
which is a continuation of Ogden avenue, and 
which leads into the Village of Lyons, about 
three-quarters of a mile south of Riverside. This 
bridge was still about three feet above the water, 
but the road immediately beyond was barely 
dry. The water had risen here some three or 
four inches since sunrise, and a rise of an addi- 
tional ten inches would cover the roadway for 
several rods. Still further beyond the road as- 
cended the other bank of the valiey, and the 
dweilings here were entirely out of danger. 
However, after another half-mile had been 
traversed, and the heart of Lyons reached, a 

A TRULY WONDERFUL SIGHT 
presented itself. This section of the village is 
in one of those peniusulas formed by a joint ot 
the river, and, like the other peninsulas, was 
covered with water. A telegraph-pole standing 
at one side of the street had two skis tied to it. 
The skiffs bad floated from a boat-house not far 
distant and been caught where they were tied. 
About a dozen stores and dwellings in this 
locality were taken in by the overflow, the 
water standing above the porches and near the 
window-silis. They had all been deserted. Ry- 
uu's livery and sale stables further on were just 


beginning to feel the water, and a lime-kiln | 


about a quarter of a mile south promised to be 
drowned out. Men were wading about the 
street with the aid of big rubber boots, and, of 
course, talking about the water, which “ had 
never been as high before in their time.“ Bor- 
dering the edge of the village and out 
toward the river proper was one broad 
expanse of water, relieved here and 
there by the tops of bushes or a 
clump o trees. Curli now this way 
and now that over the surface of this waters 
waste could be seen a line of foam that moved 
faster than the rest of the flood, and was at- 
tended by more tumult and unevenness. This 
line marked the natural channel of the Des- 
plaines. At one spot where the current was 
very strong an old frame biacksmith-shop was 
standmg. The water had grown up against a 
barn, and would have swept it away only that 
the owner had carefully tied it by meansofa 
new clothes-line to the stump of a tree near by. 

Driving back atong the Ogden avenue road, 
the horse and buggy splashing through muddy 
water, the reporter and his guide reached the 
cross-road leud! to Summit, about two and a 
half miles daistaft. “How is the road to Sum- 
mit? was inquired by the reporter of a crowd 
of Lyons citizens. Lou could not get there 
was the response; “the road is all richt part of 
the way, but where it strikes the low prairie 
lands it is é 

THREB OR FOUR FEET UNDER WATER.” 
And the Doctor added: Tes, if Ishould get a 
call to Summit I would have to go there in a boat 
or not at all.“ 

Taking this eross- road back to Riverside the 
reporter saw the wildest sightof all. At the 
upper bridge the water was within about a 
foot of the planks, wher it should be about eight- 
een feet below. On one side there isa large 
dam located, and on the other side is Bennett & 
Hart's four-mill, which gets its force by means 
of a ten-foot race leading from the dam. 
it may be imagined what etfecta rise of eight- 
eon feet would have bere. but it cannot be fitly 
described. All that broad sea of water bordering 
on Lyons was carried to this dam, nearly a mile- 
wide current of water being suddenly converged 
to one about 300 feet wide, and then dashed 
precipitately downward a distance of about 
twelve feet. ruar with which the water 
went over this dam yesterday was like that of a 
small Niagara, and the wav in which the water 
was lashed into foam en really wild and 
beautiful sight. But, as might be expected, the 
dam was not able to accommodste all the water 
that came to it. It did not break,—a gang of 
men had worked night and day to prevent such 
a resuit,—but the water bad been crowded back 
until it tound a side outlet, and the 
result of this was that a second and 
very strong flow ot water had made its 
way through orchards and yards and finally 
crossed the road leadimg to the “upper bridge. 
the buggy baving been driven through thistiow 
—some eight or ten feet wide—with a little 
difficulty. After crossing the road it spread it- 
self about the valley aguin and then joined the 
mother current. In this valley the mill stands, 
and the consequence was that its floor was 
covered with three or four feet of skufrying 
water. The “race’’ was uo longer to be seen, 
and one of the doors of the mill had been torn 
away by the current. The appearance of the 
mill suggested the old verse:

BRIDGEPORT. 
THE SOUTHWESTERN END OF THE CITY 
UNDER. WATER. 
The southwestern suburbs of the city pre- 
sented the same dreary scenes of desolation 
yesterday as have already been described in 


Tun Tuinvnz, except to u greater degree, by 
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"wedeon of @ higher stage of water. Areas of terri- 


tory that were perfectly dry the day before were 
yesterday wholly submerged. At the corner of 
Archer avenue and Main street all the iow land 
was under water, and dozens of houses had their 
cellars filled, or were wholly cut off from com- 
munication with the outside world. At this 
point the fields which had been untouched by 
the flood the day before were quite invisible, 
and rafts and boats were gliding over 
the glassy surface. Many of the side- 
walks were loosened from their moorings, 
and were floating in all directions. It was 
impossibie to pass through Main street, as that 

gbfare was under water for more than a 
equa Some ragged urchins had constructed 
a rude raft and were willing to ferry passengers 
over for a small fee. Not being experienced 
navigators, a couple of them had fallen over- 
board, and when a reporter ventured to throw 
out a hygienic suggestion to the thoroughly be- 
soaked little fellows who were sunning them- 
selves on a piece of sidewalk that bad not yet 
floated off, one replied: “Us get sick? You 
can’t kill us, we're Bridgeporters.” With this 
remark he illustrated the depth of the water by 
jamming a raft pole its whole length into what 
proved to be a sewer opening, all of these safe- 
ty-valves in the vicinity having floated off with 

other wooden- ware. 

In front of the National Dairy Company’s 
building a fire engine was pumping water from 
the basement, thus preventing the stop of 
the machinery. The chemical works of Stein, 
Hirsh & Co., Archer and Quarry street, bad sus- 
tained dam to the amount of several thou- 
sand dollars for stock which had spoiled. The 
stock referred to was blood from the siaughter 
houses, which the firm manufacture into ali 
sorts of useful commodities except provisions. 
One boiler in the cellar was floodéd, but by mak- 
ing his headquarters in a scow the engineer was 
still keeping up steam in the other. A rise of 
another inch, be said, would drown that out as 
well. The cellars of Schgenmann & Co.'s 
slaughter-house contained hides which it was 
said were damaged to a large amount, and they 
were being removed as rapidly as possible, 

NEARLY EVERY CELLAR AND BASEMENT 
in this vicinity was under water, and at 2701 Arch- 
er avenue a family hud been compeiied to aban- 
don their home. Their bousehold goods were 
piled up as high above the floors as possible. and 
the occupants had gone to more comfortabie 
quarters. At 3035 Archer avenue a ry- 
store had three feet of water in its basement, 
and ite stock was piled on the sidewalk: On 
Keely street there was a watery waste for 
blocks, and the denizens of the rookeries were 
to be pitied. To add to the genera! discomfort 
the atmosphere was filled with foul smells. 
which the reporter proceeded to investigate. 
Following a guide through most uninviting and 
gloomy passageways, he came to the 
rear of a tenement block, where was piled up 
the accumulated refuse of a long winter 
steaming in the warm sun, and an acre or more 
of foul water that was backing up from dozens 
of outhouses, and which could not escape. The 
possible sanitary eifects of this flood are of no 
small moment at this time. 

The blast furnaces of the Union Iron and Steel 
Company bad been compelled to suspend opera- 
tions at 2 o'clock in the morning, owing to the 
tact that the stock-room. the scales, and some of 
the machinery were submerged. At tne rail 
millof the same Company it was found that a 
portion of the machinery was still working, 
though to considerable disadvantage. 
twenty-four-foot tiywheel had been making its 
rapid revolutions iu a bed of water several feet 
deep, but it thrashed and ftloundered worse 
than a millwheel, throwing such volumes 
of water through the building that it 
bad to be stopped. A force of 
workmen were enveloping it in a lamber sheath 
or breakwater, and Superintendent Watson in- 
formed the reporter that it would soon be in 
operation in ee of the high water, and they 
would probably bave no further trouble. 

At the corner of Ashland and Archer avenues 
soveral families vacated their homes during the 
day. At one house among the furniture piied 
up on chairs and tabies was a trunk containiag 
a setting goose. which was continuing the incu- 
bat rocess under difficulty. In all of these 
humbfe homes the ducks and geese were mas- 
ters of the situation, but the non-aquatic fowls 
were in great distress. 

* the reporter walked dry shod the pro- 
viouS day was now impassable. At two points 
Ashland avenue was overtiowed to such an ex- 
tent that not even teams could get through, and 
pedestrians were compelled to take the adjacent 
cabbage-ficeids. The Danville Elevator had 
stopped work, as the elevator-boots had filled 
with water, and grain could no longer be boist- 
ed. One of the worst places wus at Ashland 
avenue bridge. 


THE STREET IS VERY LOW, 


and was covered to a considerable depth, and 
reaching a block. A number of drivers endeav- 
ored to tord the stream during the day, but got 
stuck and had to call for help. Hnally, by the 
aid of boats and extra horses they were extri- 
cated from their uncomfortable predicament. 
One was not so fortunate, as his wagon got into 
the ditch, and the whole rig capsized. At Ash- 
land avenue and Dexter street a number of 
boats were running from house to house, 
tor the convenicuee of the inmates, who were 
entirely surrounded.

Careful inquiry showed that at Bridgeport the 
waters had risen during the previous night 
three and a- halt inches and three inches from 5 
a.m. yesterday to noon, During the afternoon 
it appeared to be stationary, and there was every 
indication that it would fall during the night. 


THE CANAL. 
HUGE BREAKS NEAR SUMMIT. 

The Iliinois & Michigan Canal is again in 
trouble, this time of a serious nature, and likely 
to result in much expense and inconvenience to 
the State, and to those who use that elongated 
ditch for purposes of navigation. Too much 
water afflicts the valley of the Desplaines 
River, and, having spread itself for miles over 
the country, the flood has capped the climax by 
tearing great breaches in the protecting bank of 
the canal, by which the superabundant moist- 
ure pours from the riverinto the canal. The 
worst of these breaks is about two and one-half 
miles east of Summit, anu the smaller just one 
mile west of Willow Springs. Yesterday a re- 
porter of THe TRIBUNE spent the day 
in investigating these two points and inspecting 
the canal and river banks between them. Canal 
Commissioner Glover and Mr. William Thomas, 
Superintendeat of the canal, went down from 
Chicago on the early train, and the party alignted 
at Willow Springs and walked along the towpath 
to the damaged place. All the way along the 
bank were found men at work stopping up dan- 
gerous places with earth or other material. Just 
as the visitors reached the scene of the break a 
tremendous crash of tall timbers announced 
that the eastern wail of an ice-house which bad 
been undermined by the waters had given way. 

The ice- house, owned by Gritlin & Connelly, is 
situated on thé right bank of the canal, and be- 
tween it and the river. It consists of four trame 
buildings, united together under one roof, and 
containing over W,0w tous of ice. How much, 
if any, of this can be saved is purely a matter of 
conjecture, but iu any case the loss will be heavy. 
The side walls are gone in great part, and the 
whole structure is afivat, or thereabouts. At 6 
o'clock last evening the work bad so far pro- 
gressed that it was believed the leak could be 
stopped this morning by working all night. 
Sow sixty men and a dozen teams were 
empWyed at this break yesterduy, and 
they moved moved a great deal of earth 
and stone during the day. The break at this 
point was not a large one in itseif, but its occur- 
rence just at the point where the ice-house was 
located rendered its etfects destructive. Tne 
exact value of ice at this season is pretty hard 
to estimate, but it cannot be less than 50 ceats 
per ton in the ice-house. Mr. Connelly, who 
remained on the ground during the whole day, 
said he believed much would be saved and that 
the salvage could be shipped within a few days, 
— the water subsides. The other ice-

, CLEANING OUT THE RIVER.. 

Mr. Cregier, the City Engineer, yesterday told 
Tux TRIBUNE reporter that the tug Commodore 
had been doing hoble work in dragging up the 
filth at the bottom of the river: The work wag 
commenced at about 8:30 o’clock af the Rush 
street bridge, whence the tue made numerous 
trips clear to the canal during the day, Mr 
Cregier went with them as far as Archer aye. 
nue at one time, and was satisfied with the work 
being done. There was 150 feet of chain attached 
to the stern of the little vessel, to the end of 
which was fastened a piece of wrought- 
picket fenci sixteen feet long and about Pen 
feet wide. This dragged through the mud and 
filth at the bottom, and fairly shook the little 
craft in the water as she moved along. It acted 
very well, but no change could be noticed 
it in the coloring of the water, but there wag 
no doubt that it had loosened a vast quantity of 
ancient sewage which bad been carried lake- 
ward by the ra ay top current. Mr. Cre- 
gier believed e current was not quite 80 
rapid as upon the day before. He did not think 
that this stuff would affect the water at the 
Crib, as the wind was keeping the river current 
near the shore. The Commodore did not cease 
its labors until last evening. 

Dr. De Wolf said yester to a TRIBUNE re- 
porter that the immense volume of water which 
was now passing through our river and sewers 
would be productive of good sanitary results. 
There were being moved away dy the action of 
the floods vast quantities of old filth and sew 
from the sides of the sewers and banks of th 
river. The flood in some localities might cause 
a temporary trouble and inconvenience. There 
was just such a freshet in 1877, but not since. It 
will prove of§mmense benefit to the city and its 
health by the removal of the vact quantities of 
organic matter. The wind was at pres 
ent from the northeast and there was 
no danger to be apprehended of a contamina- 
tion af the water at the Crib from the current 
of the river, which, by the action of the winda, 
was kept near to the south sbore. In 1877 the 
water coming in at the crib was contaminated 
because the wind blew for several s during 
the freshet from the southwest, while during 
the pust few days it has been from the northeast, 
If the wind should change, however, to the

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 20.—The present 
flood is the most serious known since 1864, and 
the damage is likely to be very great. The Mil- 
waukee and other rivers that tlow through the 
city are barely within their banks in the busi- 
Hess portion of the city, and in ali of the sub- 
urbs and outside districts aie on a wild rampage.

Two transfers were necessary,—one at the 
wreck of Monday and one at the Sheboygan 
Bridge, which had been badiy wrenched by the 
water and is considered unsafe. No further 
trains will go out on that line till to-morrow 
morning, when one passeoger-train will be sent 
up, and other trains may follow if the water 
will permit. 

Specials to-night from ali parts of the State 
report the destrucuon of dams and bridges. ‘The 
dams at Cedarburg and West Bend gave way 
this afternoon, and the vast volume vf pent-up 
water will reuch this city at 4 o'clock in the 
morning. The dam at the head of the city will 
in all probability be washed out, and the ma- 
jority of she fine bridges that span the river will 
be in the greatest danger. Thus tar there has 
been no loss of life. Ail of the flour milis on the 
canal are flooded.

FAR NORTHWEST STREAMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., April 20.—The snow is meit- 
ing on the Red and Minnesota Rivers and the 
water is rising rapidly, though the ice has not 
yet gone out. In many piaces the bottoms are 
covered with water, tracks washed out, and 
trains delayed. ; 

A Montevideo dispatch says the Minnesota 
bottoms are overflowed. The mud is very deep, 
and reads aimost impassabie. Ali mail com- 
munication across the country is cutoff. A 
railroad bridge has been washed away above 
Appleton, and all trains are suspended here to- 
night. 

A dispatch from Glyndon says: “A fresbet 
occurred at a point about four miles north from 
bere, washing out portions of it for a distance 
of two miles, thus blockading all trains. The 
first break occurred about 4 o'clock yesterday. 
Since that no trains have passed over that por- 
tion of the road,—a delay of over twenty-four 
hours. The flats on either side of the tracks are 
covered with water. The ice in Red River still 
remains tirm, although the water is rising, hav- 
ing ere about five ft.“ 

Winona dispatch says: “Superintendent 
Sanborn arrived hume this morning from Mar- 
shall, baving opened the Winona & St. Peter 
Road to that point. He describes the country as 
one vast lake of water under the influence of 
the recent mild weather.” 

A Breckinridge dispatch reports: he 
branch line of the Manitoba Road from this 
piace to Barnesville is under water tor about 
two miles, and it will be severul days before 
trains can de run between these two points. 
The snow has all melted in the vicinity of this 
piace, and from here to Hermann there is a per- 
tect sea of water. The Bois- Dessioux and Otter- 
tail Rivers, that form the Red River, are bank- 
full, and great danger is expected as soon as the 
ice starts to move down the Red River and gorge 
and flood everything. Should the water con- 
tinve to rise about nine or ten inches at least 
twenty-five miles of the Breckinridge track 
will be entirely under water.“ 

A Bismarck dispatch says the streams west of 
there are ali full. There are probably forty pile 
bridges between Mandan and the Bad Lands 
washed away or damaged. The stages can not 
ford the temporary creeks, and travel is accord- 
ingly bad. It will be several weeks before the 
Missouri Division of the Northern Pacific will be 
in good shape for business. The road bridges 
between bere and the Black Hills are washed 
away and several wagons lost.

Crowds ef women, meu, and children lined the 
Dunks of theriver and thronged on the 
brid all the afternoon yesterday and 
until late in the evening, watching the unusual 
tide of navigation wending its way soutbward. 
The ice yesterday injured the abutments under 
the bridge at this pluce to such au extent that 
itis at present unsafe to cross with la loads. 
The South Elgin bridge, I understand, is now 
the only Truesdell iron bridge which remains 
standing in the United States.

THE CROPS. 


WINTER-WHEAT GROWING STATES 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, April 20.—The Sentinel prints to- 
morrow one of the most authentic and impartial 
crop reports, with especial reference to the 
prospects of the wheat crop, ever published in 
the Northwest. It is especially valuable for the 
reason that the greater part.of the correspond- 
ence comes from the Treasurers, Clerks, or 
other officials of the wheat-growing counties 
throughout the various wheat-growing States,— 
Dakota, Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, Nebraska, 
Illinois, Ohio, and Kausas, Only a limited num- 
ber of reports are from grain-dealers or com- 
mission-med, and consequentiy the opinions 
expressed are free from bias or pecuniary 
consideration, and are as tair and reliable 
as a report of this nature can possibly be made. 
The reports indicate a gloomy outlook for the 
growing winter-wheat crop. But few counties 
show any increase in avureage, and in many 
cases where they show an iocrease in acreage 
the damage by winter-kiliing is more than 
enough to offset it. The stocks of winter wheat 
in the bands of producers are fair, but not near 
as much as generally sup Much greater 


quantities hu ve been “manufactured 
into flour than usual, and many believe 
that the production of 1850 was largely 


overestimated, The reports from the spring- 
wheat States are neither flattering nor envour- 
aging. Ono the contrary, it looks bad enough. 
‘The winter bas been 80 long and severe that the 
spring work is delayed from three to four weeks, 
and it will be fully one month later than usual 
beiore spring —— can be completed. Only 
a small proportion of the fall piowing was done, 
and with the rush of work farwers will find it 
impossibie to seed the acreage at first: caicu- 
lated. But few counties report any increase in 
acreage, while many report a decrease. There 
seems to be quite a diversityof opinion as 
regurds the probable result of the growth and 
yield of spring wheat sown May I. or later. It 
is generally conceded, however, that to produce 
a good crop from late seeding, it is necessary to 
have a long, cool summer. Taken all in all, the 
present outlook for a good crop in the United 
States this year is unfavorable, and it is 
believed by many who bave given the matter 
great attention that the production will not ex- 
ceed 600,000.00 bushels, which will be some

UNTHRASHED WHEAT.

Sr Pauw, Minn., April 20.—Tae TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent bas obtained from the Minneapolis 
Millers’ Association estimates of the amount 
and condition of the old wheat crop ich re- 
mains unthrasbed, the ear.y setting in of winter 
having interrupted thrashing last fall on many 
farms. On che Hastings & Dakota it is claimed 
that from 10 to 15 per cent of the entire crop of 
1830 is still unthrashed. On the St. Paul & Sioux 
City, from 20 to 24 per cent of the wheat along 
the line of the above mentioned road is still un- 
thrasoed und in stack. On the Manitoba line, 
the amount on the Breckinridge Division is 
reckoned at 10 per cent. On the branch line the 
umount remaining is but very little. On the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis there is but little wheat 
reported in stack. There is very little in 
stack along the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way, and there are not to ex- 
ceed 300.000 busnels to be marketed on 
and north of the Northern Pacific. The recent- 
ly thrashed wheat thus far recovered by the 

ssociation was in a bad condiuon, containing 
pieces ot ice and injured by dampness. It is 
further estimated that on the Hastings & Da- 
kota there are from 500,000 to 600,000 busbels of 
wheat still to come in, and on the Sioux Road 
about 750,000 bushels. The Manitoba lines are 
expected to contribute from 750,000 to 1. 000. 00 
bushels, and the Minneapolis & St. Louis from 
200,000 to 300,000. On the Southern Minnesota 
Road there is but little wheat left in stock, Dut 
there is u large per cent remaining in the n- 
aries on account of the drifts vf wagon and rail- 
roads, but the condition of the grain which bas 
not yet sought the marketis said to be very

LYNCHED.

Lrrrin Rock, Ark., April 20.—Advices from 
Izard County state that the body of a man, sup- 
posed to be the Kev. Robert Matiock, had been 
found suspended to the limb of a tree in the 
pine forest on the mountains between Calico 
Rock and Batesville. The indications are that 
the man was lynched by a party of six men who 
have been following him with that intention, 
and who coming upon him in the lonely, deso- 
late spot above described, carried their desigu 
into successful effect. Matlock was a noto- 
rious character. In the summer of 1880 be, 
with several others, began a “religious 
reformation in a number of counties in 
Ceutral Arkansas, creating intense excitement 
aud driving many people insane. The doctrines 
advocated were a stranwe mediey bf fanaticism, 
bigotry, and superstiion, one being that the 
shedding of buman blood was necessary to ap- 
pease the wrath of an offended Deity. This lat- 
ter bore fruit in the brutal murder of three or 
four innocent persons by some uf the reformers 
or their deluded followers. The heads of the 
murdered persons were severed frum the body 
and piaced on poles and set up in the midst 
of the woods. These tragedies aroused the 
neighborhood in which they occurred, and led 
to a series of lyuchbings, all the male persons 
implicuted being thus summarily dealt with. 
The guilt of Matiock not being cleariy estab- 
lusned he escaped tne fate meied out to neariy 
all his cOmpsoions. Aug. . 1880. there was a 
Hancock burvecue near Flat Kock, lndepend- 
ence County, which drew together several 
thousand people, including Muativck. While 
conversing witb a planter named Thomas Miller 
be suddeniy drew a knife and plunged it into 
Miller's heart. and ih the confusion which fol- 
lowed aa pod. sub ventiy be wus captured, 
and waS ried in the Lawrence County Circuit 
Court on a change of veaue and acquitted. 
Wulle the spectators who crowded the court 
room were denouncing the verdict and “7 | 
for Judge Lynch, Matiock was discharged an 
succeeded in leaving town unobserved.

It was 
drawn in favor of C. E. Morgan, and when his 
acquaintances declined to identify him at the 
banks, the name of Mr. Ed B. Dikeman, Presi- 
dent of the Grand Repids Horse Association, 
was indorsed on the check. This caused it to be 
cashed, and also proved his ruin, for Mr. George 
8. Boores, the bauk collecting clerk, discovered 
the forgery, and caused his arrest at once. He 
had bought tickets for Chicago, aud was 
going withjn an hour when arrested. 
He admits the forgery of Dikeman’s 
name, and the officers have learned that 
the check was forged, too. They have 
also discovered that he is a man of several 
aliases, and has operated successfully in the 
towns of Eastern Ohio and Western Pennsyl- 
vania as C. E. Morgan, Charles M. Davis, and C. 
E. Perkins. He is believed to be the man who 
cracked a safe for Day, a wholesale liquor dealer 
in Akron, some months ago, going then by the 
name of Davis, which is believed to be his real 
name.

10. Laws providing for the restriction within 
proper limits of corporate powers and privileges 
generally, and for the protection, education, and 
elevation of the masses.

All roasts should have a 
salad accompanying them. 

At this juncture Henry, the servant, brought 
in a shoulder of lamb from which the lower bone 
had not been chopped off. As this lower bone 
was needed for the head of the duck, it was pos- 
sible now to make the Canton, and Miss Corson 
set about it. “First take out the shoulder- 
blade.“ she said, cutting from the inside, and 
leaving the outside whote. Put the blade in some 
water to boil, because the blade will become an 
important part of the duck. When bviled you 
can take off all the flesh. Next take out the 
rest of the bone by turning the flesh over. Try 
not to cut the skin. It youdosewitup. When 
you pass the second joint cut the bone off mid- 
way between the second joint and the next one. 
Then turn back the tlesh.”’ * 

This was done,—a piece of the second bone 
about four inches long remaining in the flesh. 
The stutling was next made. “Puta cup- 
ful of stale bread in cold water until 
it is soft,” said Miss. Corson. Don't 
use warm water to hasten the process, because 
there may be fermentation, and the bread will 
get a little sour. While the bread is soaking chop 
u tablespoon of parsely aap. and also a teaspoon 
of onion. Fry the onion for a minute in a tabie- 

spoon of 
BUTTER OR SWEET DRIPPINGS. 


Then put in theonion and butter the parsely 
and bread, which must be squeezed from the 
coid water. Season with salt and pepper,—about 
a teaspoon of one and a pinch of the other. 
Stir over the fire until the mixture is scaiding 
hot. Then stuff the shoulder, and sew up the 
opening.”’ 

Miss Corson then trussed the shoulder so that 
it resembied a duck, and ber success was halied 
with a buzz indicating astonishment and de- 
light. The piece of second-bone served as a 
head, and the collar- bone as a tail. 

“As soon as it is brown.“ she went on, season 
it with salt and pepper, and allow it about 
twenty minutes to roast, because it must be 
rather well done. Remember that a solid body of 
meat takes a little longer to roast than meat 
which bas the bone leftin. After the ‘duck’ is 
roasted take out the strings —meanmg those 
which deld the head in posiuon—“ and serve it as 
aroast. A little salad is a nice addidion; or 
serve it with a little gravy around the dish. 
When a very fine dish is needed, serve witha 
mucedoine of vewetabies,—carrots and turnips 
cut iu pieces about an inch long and hall an 
inch wide.” 

She said if mutton were used, a little more 
onion and some sage Could be added to the sea- 
soning. ‘They would be surprised at the close 
imitation to duck, huving the fishy taste. This 
would especially be true if cooked rather rare. 
Young meat should always be very well done, 
because the fibre, while tender,was very elastic, 
and consequently difficult of dige stion. 

The class were next initiated into the myster- 
ies of Russian salad. “Take some vegetables.“ 
said Miss Corson, and boil them as for Julienne 


soup, separately in water and salt, until theyare | 


tender. Then put them into cold water until 
cool.” After cutting the vegetables into differ- 
ent shapes, with uteasils made for the purpose, 
she mixed them in a salad dish so that the colors 
contrasted, * Use plain French salad for dress- 
ing.“ She recommended three kinds of vegeta- 
bles,—carrots, turnips, and beats, saying that 
parsnips could also be added. Potatoes were 
sometimes put in. The scraps should be used 
for flavoring soups and sauces. 


COOKING SUA. 


“To broila shad or any kind of fish,”’ said 
Miss Corson, put a lump of butter on the grid- 
iron,—a double one, because the tish won't break 
in turning it over. Put the inside of the fish to 
the fire tirst and let it brown without burning 
until the flakes begin to separate or crack 
apart. Itisthen done. Turn the skin side to 
the fire just long enough to brown it nicely. 
Season it, if you wish, before cooking, because 
it will not impair the flavor.“ A broiled or 
baked fish ought to be large. After removing 
the backbone and ribs from the shad, Miss Cor- 
son proceeded to broil it. 

Apple meringues were next ou the bill of 
fare. Peel some nice, smooth apples, said 
Miss Corson, who did it herself, and cut them 
in halves. Lay them on a pan suitable to be 
sent to the tuble, and keep them in the oven 
just long enough to cook them througb,—not 
long enough to break them down. While bak- 
ing, make a meringue by using the whites of 
egus.—one egg for each appile,—beating the 
whites toa stiff froth. Mix with it one beapivg 
tabiespoon of powdered sugar. When the ap- 
ples are tender put the meringue on top of 
them.“ 

Jo make four quarts of Brunoise soap,“ said 
Miss Corson, cut the vegetables, which should 
be of three kinds,—carrots, turnips, and onions, 
—into little pieces.—cubes about half au inch 
square,—gnd brown them in the bottom of a pan 
with a tablespoon each of sugar and butter, 
the pan to be usedin making the soup. Thea 
pour in the broth. Let the vegetables cook un- 
tilthey are tender. Season with salt and pep- 
per.“ ‘This Was a very nice soap, and very 427 
made, because composed of ordinary materials. 

Miss Corson, in closing the tesson, gave this 
recipe fora salad: One tablespoon of vinegar. 
three tablespoons of salad oil, one saitspoon 
of salt, and a quarter of a saitspoon of pepper 
mixed well together. It was a great gastro- 
nomic mistake, she said, to havea fthe dressing 
on a vegetable salad. Mayonnaise should be 
used for a fine dish—poultry, game or fish.

FRAUDULENT BONDS. 


Verdict in a Suit to Compel the Pay- 
ment of Counterfeit County Bonds. 
LitrLe Rock, Ark., April 20.—In the United 

States Circuit Court here to-day, in the case of 

Doggett et al. vs. Clark County, the jury 

rendered a verdict for the defendant. The suit 

was upon bonds which defendant alleged were 
forged, and it appeared in evidence that they 

were executed in the summer of 1874 by C. W. 

Foukersley, a former Representative in the 

Legisiature, aud D. S. Doibear and Ludlow H 

Clark, former County Supervisor and Clerk. 

After resigning and tleeing from the State, to 

avoid trial on indictments pending against 

them, they went to St. Louis, and had printed 
$65,000 of — r bonds, dating them back to

A false certificate of registration was affixed by 
one John A. Sabbold, who counterfeited the sig- 
nature of Auditor Stephen Wheeier so, well that 
be could not distinguish the difference.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were not so active as the day before, 
but the upward movement then begun con- 
tinued. It was caused almost entirely by pur- 
chases by the bears, as the public are still doing 
very little. 

Stocks continued strong to the very close, as 
was shown by sales of large amounts of North- 
western common at 122, while the highest quota- 
tion on the ticker was 121%. 

Some of the large bears were thought to be 
selling the stocks they bad bought in the day 
before, and several prominent operators ex- 
pressed themselves as belicvers in lower prices. 

American securities were reported depressed 
abroad, but this Wall street rumor is not borne 
out by the condition of the foreign exchange 
market, in which quotations are still kept dewn 
by the large amount of exchange made against 
shipments of American securities to Europe. 

Toward the close, the murket was more steady. 
A slight effect on 2 2 was produced by re- 
alizations. 

Wabash and Jersey Contvel were specially well 
heid on a prospect of a favorable traffic ur- 
rangement which was likely to be made at the 
Ineeting last night. 

Mr. Sage gave out the valuable prediction at 
the Windsor on Tuesday night that the market 
would open strong and would sell down subse- 
quently. As a matter of fact, it sold down at 
the opening, and then soldup. Wall street ex- 
perts sometimes make these little Slips, —at 
other people's expense. 

Tuesday's quotations were, according to Mr. 
Sage, the lowest that will be made this season, 
and be reiterated his belief that there would be 
a great boom in May. 

R. P. Flower. it is telegraphed, looks for high- 
er prices after some intervening raids by the 
bears.

The Herald sees plenty of reasons for — r 
prices. In the first place, the speculative pub- 
lic is entirely absent.and found wanting; in the 
second, it is being realized that prices of many 
ef the leading stocks are unwarrantably high; 
in the third, that the contention among the 
trunk lines as to rates of traflic must inevitably 
weaken the values of the properties interested. 
It is all very well to hear that the railroad man- 
agers at their meeting ou Saturday promised to 
kiss and be friends.—to stick and to cstablisha 
satisfactory schedule of rates. It is nevertheless 
very ul to hear, as we learn to-day, that they 
have already, within forty-eight hours, broken 
their’'vows and promises, and have set to work 
to cut rates as freely as ever. Tais action, at 
least, is attributed to the Central & Hudson 
management. 

The London Times says: 

The continued exports of gold to the United 
States attract more and more attention to the 
peculiar condition of the New-York money- 
market at the present time. As we have before 
explained, bowever, the state of things in the 
New York market which leads to these cxports 
is not without precedent. In 1872 and the spring 
of 1873, after a long period of prosperous trade, 
such as there bus lately been in the United 
States, there was a great scarcity of money in 
the New York money market. The currency 
being one of inconvertible paper. there was no 
resulting drain upon the currencies of other 
countries to supply the void, but the coudidon 
of the murkeét was for months one of great ten- 
sion, aggravated all tae more apparently by the 
fact that there was no natural means of relief 
through the import of specie from otber coun- 
tries. Now, a very similar stringency, as 
America is on a specic basis, causes u drain of 
guild from Europe, by which there is no doubt 
tue tension in New York is being partially 
relieved.

New York, April 20.—The share speculation, 
though in the main firm, was at times feverish 
and unsettled in tone. The market opened at 
an advance of, to 2½ per cent on the closing 
quotations of yesterday, the latter in Erie pre- 
ferred, and prices subsequently advanced \ to 
2 per cent, Marietta & Cincinnati first 
preferred showing the greatest improve- 
ment.

The money market worked very smoothly 
throughout the day, and lower rates of interest 
were accepted for accommodation than have 
been current for some time past.

The aggregate stocks of wheat and flour are 
about 1,600,000 bu in wheat less than a year ago.

USURIOUS MORTGAGES. 


Privileges of the Mortgage-A Case 
Where There Can Be No Indictment 
for Larceny. 

There came up yesterday morning, in the 
Criminal Court, before Judge Hawes, the case of 
Francis F. Cole and James Vickery, who were 
indicted some time ago for grand larceny. The 


. charge was that a Mra. Hamilton borrowed of 


Cole $500 for six months, giving bim a mortgage 
on ber household effects. Soe agreed to pay 5 
per cent a montb interest, and gave him Six $25 
interest notes. At the endof the third month 
she refused to pay any more usurious inter- 
est, and the day bekore the mort- 
gage expired made, as 2 alleged. a 
tender of the amount legally due to Cole, which 
he refused to accept, though defendant denies 
auy otfer. By the terms of the mortgage—it is 
the customary form—the mortgugee is author- 
ized, if he believes that the morigageor is going 
to remove the guods, to swoov down on them aud 
take them without au process of lav. This 
Cole did, alleging that the goods were to be 
taken to Michigan, and the goods, the value of 
which one side puts at 35,000 and the other ut 
#600, were seized and sold, and nave never since 
been found. A writ of replevin was sued out, 
but the Sheriff could not discover the goods, 
Cole refusing to surrender them on the ground 
that the replevin bond was worthless. 

The day was consumed iu fine legal argument 
as to whetber the mortgage vl personal prop- 
erty 

COULD BE HELD IN LAW FOR LARCENY 
when he took the goods under cover of nis 
mortgage. in opening the case to the jury, Col. 
C. S. Cameron, who, with Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Thomson, appeared tor the people, 
stated that it would be sbown that the defend- 
aut Cole bad a mortgage for $625 upon the 
bousehuid furniture in No. M4 Eldridge court, 
owned by Mrs. Hattie M. Hamilton. Theamount 
of money loaned was, in fact, 8500, the remain- 
der of the amount secured by the mortgage be- 
ing tor interest at the exorbitant rute of 5 per 
cent per month,—60 per cent a year. After mak- 
ing three interest payments, Mrs. pee von- 
suited an attorney, and made tender to Cole of 
the amount due ou the mortwage at maturity-- 
namely: the principal and interest ut lo per cent 
per annum. Cole declined the tender, and that 
sume day sent men and teams to her house 
and removed the entire furniture as well as her 
wearing apparel, even to underciothes. A writ 
of replevin was gotten out, but he secreted the 

roperty and no part of it had ever been found. 

t would be shown however that a pretended sale 
of it had been made to Vickery, who, it was 
claimed, would be snown acted in collusion with 
Cole, they being relatives. Col. Cameron claimed 
it would be made manifest that the intent was 
to plunder Mrs. Hamilton, whose property, to 
the value of between $5,000 and $6,000, was, 
under the pretended forecivsure, stolen by the 
defendant. i 

For the defense Mr. A. 8. Trude claimed that 
the case was merely ope brougnt for coilection- 

urposes. It belonged in the civil court. 4 

ranch of it was pending there now. The 
property had been taken under the mortgage 
because the money had not been paid accordu 
to contract. As for there being 35,000 or 36,0 
worth of it, the proof would show there was no 
such amount. 

Mr. Trude entered into a lengthy explanation 
of the rights of Cole as claimed under the mort- 
gage, and was particularly severe upon Mrs. 
Hawliton for her attempt to evade payment ac- 
cording to her contract. The case was simply 
one in which the jury would be asked to send a 
man to the Penitentiary for trying to coiltect 
usurious interest. 

Wheu the s¢atement of counsel had been con- 
cluded, Ju Hawes said before proceeding to 
the trial of the case it would be well to deter- 
mine whether, upon the case as stated for the 
people, 

ANY CONVICTION COULD BE SUSTAINED. 
The question of guilt in the cuse depended upon 
the judicial construction of a written contract, 
—whether it guve the defengant, Cole, a right to 
take possession of the property inortgaged. Ou 
its face the murtgage gave him thatrignt. The 
question was whether the Court should go~be- 
hind the writi and let it be shown that the 
mortgage was illegal because it was usurious. 
Unless that were permitted to be shown, no cause 
could be made out. He inclined to the opinion 
a question of larceny could not be made depend 
upon that of usury,and that the prosecution 
therefore could not be sustained. After argu- 
ment, the question Was taken under advise- 
ment, the jury being discharged until this morn- 


tmay be stated, without any reference to 
this particular cuse, that under the terms of 
these cutthroat chattel mortgages, tae mort- 
Fuge is allowed to dg just what ne pleases. It 
be believes, or fan@les he believes, that the 
mortgageor is woing to defraud him, he cau seize 
the property, dispose of it. and pocket the pro- 
ceeds. be they great or small U ader the ruling 
of the Judge, there can be no indictment for 
larceny. because the mortgagee is simply taking 
his own property as allowed by the mortguge. 
There is therefore, it appears, uo remedy in such 
cases except the legal one which Miss Mchee 
used in dealing with Constatle McEiligott.

HOME GATHERINGS, 
THE FLOOD GATES, 

The water in the river and its branches con- 
tinues ab floodtide, with a Current so strong 
that it is hazardous to attempt to move vessels. 
The tug managers became impreased with this 
fact yesterday, and generally declined all offers 
ot tows except from steam crafts. Ali the yards 
in the Mud Lake lumber district were submerged 
yesterday, but none of the pine products were 
swept gway. While coming out of Gashouse 
Slip, in the afternoon, the steam-barge Normaa 
was thrown athwart the channel and held be- 
tween the opposit banks for sometime. It re- 
quired the united efforts of the ‘tugs 
Mosher, Constitution, and Commo- 
dore to release her from the 
predicament. Afterward the Commodore and 
Mosher had an unenviable task guiditig the Nor- 
mandown the South Branch and main river. 
The water in che South Branch rose to such an 
extent that it begun to flow over the gate of the 
Chicago Company's West Side dry-dock; where- 
upon the dock was promptly flooded to prevent 
damage. Extra precaution was taken by the 
company managers to prevent damage to their 
South side dock, which coutains the schooners 
B. F. Wadeand Minnie Mueller. 

Reports from the outlying districts last even- 
ing represented the waters to be slowly falling. 
‘This would seem to indicate that the worst of 
this flood business has been experigneed. 

THE ICK BLOCKADE, 

Yesterday afternoon the Goodrich Line pro- 
peller Oconto succeeded in foremg a passage 
tarvugh the ice-delds biockadmg this harbor, 
and reached her dock. Shortly thereafter the 
steam-barges Granite State and Tempest, strik- 
ing the wake of the Oconto, Managed to pull 
through also. At dark there were fust in the 
ice ata distance of between three and tive miles 
from the harbor a fleet of six schooners, four 
barges, the propbllers New Era and Champlain. 
and the steam-barge 8. C. Hall. The two last 
named are outward bound. Of the schoonera 
and harges in the ice he names of 
the following are known: Schooners Mont- 
pelier, Winnie Wing. and Guido, and 
Bures Apprentice Boy, Mary Amanda. C. O. D., 
Ciry of Erie, and C. F. Allen. The tug Commo- 
dore was lust night to have made an attempt to 
tuw the vessels through the ice one by one. It 
is doubtful, however, whether she accomplished 
anything. Yesterday afternoon Capt. McKee 
reported chat the ice aad again grounded around 
the crib.

Coltector schillo Turns Over the Two 
Per Cent Under Certain Conditions. 
The Board of Auditors of West Chicago met 
yesterday afternoon, There were sent Jus- 
tices Scully, Morrison, Walsb, Demars, Miller, 
Supervisor Nordhem, and thé newly-clected 
Clerk, W. M. Jones. The outgoing Clerk, Neil5. 
Graves, was also present, and introduced his 
successor to the Board. A communication from 
Collector Schillo proposing to the Board that, in 
view of the dispute long existing between the 
town and the Collector regarding the 2 per cent 
which the Collector has been in the habit of re- 
ceiving from all city collections and the expense 
to the town of litigation ip this matter, he 
would place in the hands of the Super- 
visor his check for $7,668.64, being the? 
amount collected during his term of office, sub- 
ject, however, to the following conditions: If 
the Supreme Court shall decide that the money 
belongs of right to the town, he will relinquish 
all claim to it: but if, on the contrary, the Court 


shall decide that the Collector is entitled to it, 
it shall be paid to Mr. Schillo or bis heirs, and 


minutes of proceedings of the Board binding 
‘the present Board and their successors to a 
faithful performance of their part of the agrce- 
ment. 

The communication also stated that the North 
Town Board bad, iu view of the increased labor 
ot tho @liector, voted a certain sum over and 
above the usuai $1,500, and recommended that 
they do likewise. 

The Supervisor stated that Mr. Schillo had 

id over into his hands the 2 per cent, and 
ustice Morrison moved the passage of a resolu- 
tion complying with the Coliector’s request, also 
tendering him the thanks of the Board for his 
action. 

The Finance Committee also reported that 
they had examined the pay-roll of the Collector 
and Assessor and found the same correct, and 
recommended its payment. They further rec- 
ommended that the Deputy Collector be paid 85 
per day and $3 per night, that ali the deputies 
and clerks in the office be paid the same, and 
that the cash-boy be paid $1.50 per day, and that 
no salaries be paid unless the statement of time 
be sworn to and property certified. 

The bill of the Clerk, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $602.20, was discussed, some objection 
being made to several items by which the Town 
was asked to pay for the filing of aflidavits and 
qualifications of candidates for petty ollices. 

Justices Morrison and Scully claimed that if 
such persons were too penurious to pay for 
their own qualification they ought not to hold 
the offices. it was tinally agreed to pay the bill. 
The Assessor's bill of $2,W00 for extra services 
was laid over till the next meeting, with the re- 
quest that he itemize the same. 

On motion of Justice Scully, it was resolved 
that all distinctions of Head Clerk should be 
abolished in the Collector's and Assessor's offices, 
and that the clerks be paid according to the 
value of the service rendered. 

Mr. Michael W. Ryan, through his attorney. 
Mr. Prendegrast, served a notice on the West 
Town Canvassing Board that be intended to ap- 
ply to the Supreme Court tor u writ of manda- 
mus directing that they proceed to canvass ail 
the returns for, among others, the office of 
Collector.

* The owner or owners of any boat or locomo- . 
tive engine, and the person or persons employed 
as enginecr or otberwise in the working of the en- 
gine or engines in said boat, or in operating such 
locomotive, and the proprietor, lessee, and oc- 
cupant of any building who shall permit or al- 
low dense smoke to issue, or be emitted from 
the smoke-stack of any such boat or locomotive, 
or the chimney of any building, within the cor- 
porate limits, shall be deemed and held guilty of 
creating a nuisance, and shall, for every such 
offense, be fined in asum not less than $5, nor 
more than 650. 

It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of 
Health and the Superintendent of Police to 
cause Secs. 1.645 and 1,644 of this article to be 
enforced, and to make complaint against, and 
cause to be prosecuted, all persons violating the 
same.” 

Under the revised ordinances 


NO MORE TELEGRAPH WIRES 

can be strung upon poles. The section in re- 

gard to this matter compels the laying of all the 

resent wires under gruund within two years. 
lete are the sections in regard to this subject: 

No person shali hereafter erect, construct, 
or put up any telegraph pole, telegraph une or 
wire, or electric conductor, in any strect, avenue, 
or alley within the corporate limits of the City 
of Chicago, under the penalty of $100 for each 
und every offgnse. And each and every day any 
such telegraph pole, line or wire, or electric con- 
ductor sball be continued and maintained after 
the first conviction shalb constitute a new and 
separate offense, 

No person, company, or corporation to whom 
permission and authority bas beretofore been 
wiven vo erect and maintain telegraph poles and 
lines in the City ot Chicago shall, from and after 
the Urst day of May, 1883, maintain or use any 
telegraph pole, telegraph line or wire, or elec- 
tric conductor in any street, avenue, or alley in 
suid city, under the penaity of 850 for each and 
every day such person, company, or corporation 
shail maintain or use any such telegraph pole, 
line or wire, conductor, after said day and year 
last aforesaid. 

“From and after the Ist day of May, 1883. 
every telegraph line, or wire, or*electric con- 
ductor used aud operated withiu the corporate 
limits of the City of Chicago shall be laid under 
the streets of said city, and at such depth from 
the surface thatthe necessary excavation in- 
cident to laying or repairing the same shall not 
expose or endanger any water or wus- pipes. 
sewers, or drains, or any parts thereof. 

* Such wires or conductors shall in no case be 
placed at a greater distance from the curbstone 
separating sidewalks from carriageway than 
four feet, except in crossing streets, running 
transverse to the direction of the said lines, 
when such crossing shall be made in the shurtcst 
straight line, or in making necessary connec- 
tions with buildings and stations. 

»The method employed in laying said con- 
ductors shali be suca that it willat no time be 
necessnry to remove so much of thé pavement, 
or to make such excavation, as Yo materially 
impede traffic or passage upon sidewalk or street 
during operation of laying or repairing said con- 
ductors, except whenin crossing streets tans- 
versely, where it shail be permitted to remove 
the pavement for a width not exceeding two 
feet. and in the nearest straignt line from corner 
to corner. in no case during the general fours 
of passage and trahe shall passage be irter- 
rupted thereby for a longer period than one 
hour. 

“The work of removal and replacement of 
pavement in any and all of the streets, avenues, 
highways, and public places in and through 
which the wire of any telegraph company shall 
be laid shall be subject te the control and super- 
vision of the Commissioner of Public Works. 
Excavation, in any and allof the improved 
streets, avenues, highways, or public places shall 
aso be subject to like control and supervision. 

The space selected for placing said wires, in 
every case being limited as to direction and 
general position by the foregoing provisions, 
shall not exceed two feet in width by two feet in 
depth.“ 

STREET CAR STOPPAGES. 

One absurd proposition which tound its way 
into the revision is on the subject of streeé: 
cara, The rule of the North and West Side 
@abanics is at present that a cur shall stop 
only at the farther crossing. On the North Side 
the rule is also that there shall be no stoppage 
between the blocks between Madison and Di- 
vision streets. This amendment to the ordi- 
nances provides that the cars sha 9 
wherever the passenger wants te get 0 
or on, be it it at the farther or the 
nearer crossing, or in the middle of the 
block. If one passenger wants to get off at No. 
160 North Clark street, and another at No. 168 and 
unother at No. 180, the car hus to stop. The only 
exception to this rule is between the hours of 6 
and Sin the morning, and 5 and 7 in the evening, 
when the companies are authorized to make 
such regulations as they see tit. The reason for 
stopping acar at the farther crossing—a rule 
which seems very bharsb te some women—is in 
order to avoid accidents in case of cars mevting. 
Where two cars meet ata street now, each basits 
own crossing which it stops at; and there is no 

ssibility of one car interfering with the other. 

Juder the new rule, however, two cars will be 
stopped at the same crossing, to the great risk 
and annoyance of passengers. The North Side 
rule prohibiting the stopping of cars between 
streets was made for the purpose of. saving 
time aud saving stock. There is a constant 
clamor ou the part of passengers to have the 
time shortened. One way to do that is to dimin- 
ish the number of stops. If a cur 

stops only at each street-crossing it can make 

much better time than if it is compelled to stop 
once between every two streets. And while 
these haif-way stoppages are a convenience to 
lazy pepple who don't want to walk balf a biock, 
they are a great inconvenience to scores of 
other people who want to get home as early as 
possible. The labor thrown upon the horses by 
the greater number of starts is also excessive. 

But the principal reason the Com- 

pany had in shuiting down on 

these frequent stoppages was in order to 
make time. If it is required now to stop wher- 
ever cvery passenger pleases—to stop between 

Erie and Huron streets in order to let a passen- 

ger on, and then to stop at the corner of Huron 

street to let a passenger off, when the whole 
business might just as well have been done at 

Huron street, the passengers will have to re- 

sign themselves to longer trips and to vexatious 

delays.

A Rich Bestonian’s Will—A Millicna 
and a Halt to a Friend’s Wife and a 
Thousand Each to His Sisters.

The Eben Wright will is the social! sensation in 
Boston. Eben Wright was a very wealthy old 
Bachelor, who had inherited a good deal of 
wonuey, which he had more than doubled by his 
own business success. He was not an amiable 
man; neither was he fond of his relations. He 
had favorits outside of them, but they were not 
many. Onoe of his neighbors at his seaside 
country resort was Gen. Charies A. Whittier, a 
Boston broker. Mr. Wright took a fancy to him 
and to his family. They are among the most re- 
spected of our Boston people. Mr. Wright was 
fond of visiting them and having them visit 
him. Mrs. Whittier was kind to the old gentie- 
mau, and a pleusant friendship existed between 
them. He probably contided in her more than 
any one cise. This spring he went to Florida 
in a poor state of health. He grew worse there, 
and, his case becoming critical, be tele- 
graphed to Mrs. Whittier that he should like 
tosee her. She started at once for the South, and 
took with her a Boston physician, whom, it is 
said, she engaged at the rate of 610 per day. 
Mr. Wright did not live long after she reached 
him. When he died it was found that he had 
made a will soon after ber arrival, in which, 
ufter bequeatbing $200,000 or $300,000 in legacies, 
be had given ber the entire balance of his fort- 
une, amounting to probably $1,500,000. Such 
an immense bequest, as you may suppose, bas 
ustonished every one. It is a stupendous result 
from an oid man’s fancy. Mr. Wright's own 
relatives have been cut off with very little. 
[wo of bis sisters have but $1,000 euch. The 
proceeding seems to have been a treak of a man 
with unamiable as well as sympathetic impuises. 
No very great pecuniary hardship grows out of 
“the will in most cases, as Mr. Wright's rela- 

tions are generally well off in the world. I 
bear, however, that this is not the fact as re- 
gards one of his sisters. On the other 
band, neither docs Mrs. Whittier need the 
mouey. Her busband is a very bold and succesa- 
tul operator iu stocks, and is said to have made 
$000,000 in the last year, He isa partner of Mr. 
Henry L. Higginson, who I told you last week 
had guaranteed so much money tothe neu mu- 
sical enterprise in Boston. The general inquiry 
now is us to whether the will is to stand or be 
contested. Nobody knows anything on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Wright's relations are entirely retj- 
cent. One rumor is to the effect that Gen. Whit- 
tier bad decided that he would not receive the 
money. Another, and a more probable one, is 
that he is in negotiation with the relations, and 
has made propositions to yield up to th 
$1,000,000 and accept the rest. He is to sail thr 
Europe Saturday in company with one of Mr. 
Wright's nephews, which looks like a good un- 
derstanding bere.

THE BATTLE OF SHILOH. 


Congressman Calkins Tells What He 
Knows of ite-He Claims.the Victory 
Was Won on sunday. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Laporte, Ind., April 18.—Gen. Sherman's 
speech at the army reunion recently is but a 
repetition of bis account of the battle of Fhjỹn 
as given in his Memoirs.“ Why this discus- 
sion should again break out afresh is inex plica- 
ble to me. His views have long been known and 
published to the world, The true history of that 
battle has never been given. It never will be. 
It never can be. It was the bloodiest battle 
fought during the War. There was not a rifle- 
pit, a breastwork, nor the sembiance of protec- 
tion to either army. Eactl man stood up in open 
field and literally bared his breast to the storm. 
It was fought without generalsbip, and won be- 
cause of the stubborn bravery of the rank and 
file. I assert that the battle was won on Sun- 
day. Scan the following facts and figures: 
The battle commenced Sunday, morning, 
April 6, 1862, at between 6 and 7 O clock. 
We had about 232,000 men, consisting of Me- 
Clernand’s, Prentiss’, Hurlbut's, W. II. 
L. Wallaco's, and Sherman's divisions, 
all of whom became engaged in action at an 
early hour of that day. The battle raged tin 
dark, and was renewed the next morning, Prin- 
cipally by Gen. Buells army. 

Our total loss in the two days’ fighting was 12,- 
2171. Gen. Grant's army lost 10,050, Gen. Bueli’s 
army lost 2,167. Gen. Grant lost in prisoners 
3, U 2. leaving 7,028 Killed and wounded. As Gen. 

runt's army nor any part of it was much en- 

gaged or Monday, it follows that the loss above 
given ccovrred on the rst day. Buell lost no 
prisoners. Tb< Confederate loss, as given by 
Beauregard, wes 10,6903. He lost less than 400 
prisoners. consequently bis loss was in killed 
und wounded On the second day's tight he says 
his loss was sie ht as compared to the tirst. It 
probabiy was arent the same us Ours—VviZ.; 
2,00%. The loss in Buell’s army nearly equals our 
loss on Monday. We have, then, in the first 
day's fight over 15,000 men killed and 
wounded on both sides. Beauregard 
had 46,000 men engaged on that day, according 
to his official report. Our loss equals one in 
every four and a haif, and his one in every five 
and a halt. A loss of 15,000 men in killed and 
wounded out of 78.000 enwaged teils its own 
story. Ido not recall any other battle during 
the War with so large a comparative loss. 

Now it may be, with Van Dorn’s fresh troops, 
that Gen. Beauregard could have renewed the 
attuck on Monday, but I don't believe it. His 
losses had been too severe; besides we hud Gen. 
Lew Wallace's division of fresh troops to offset 
Van Dorn’s. But, be this as it may, my purpose 
is to discuss the question us to whether the at- 
tack upon our army was a surprise. 

Now the effect on aa army surprised is con- 
fusion and rout. It takes a far better disci- 
plined army than ours was at Shiloh to recover 
from a surprise; and especially from such 
au onslaught as Was made by the Rebeis 
on that day. It must not for- 
gotten that the bulk of that army 
was composed of raw, green, undisciplined 
troops. Many of them had never fired a musket 
in their lives, and but few of the regiments had 
ever seen a brigade drill, much less participated 
in one. A surprise to an army of this kind 
must have ended in utter rout. 

Again, if that surging, impetuous Rebel army 
had not met with stubborn resistance, how long 
would it have taken them to have reached the 
landing? It was pot more thun three and a halt 
or four miles from the Shiloh Church, when the 
battle opened, to the landing, where our base of 
supplies was, yet at nightfall the nearest point 
they had reached was fully two miles away. 

Ii the army had been surprised and * bay oneted 
in their beds,” and the like, as some of the 
newspaper correspondents would bave the pub- 
lic believe, how inevitably different would the 
result have been. How easily would the army 
have been driven into the river, or bave been 
surrendered to their assailants. But such was 
not the case. When night set in it found our 
army in a bad enough condition, it is true, 
bu® fully 000 men were still in line 
and ready for 1 reuewul of the 
combat. Lieut, Wallace, with 8.000 fresh 
troops, had arrived, and was ready for the 
next day's tight. The Rebels had lost one man 
in @ery five, had nearly exhausted their am- 
munition, and their ordnance-wagons were 
many miles in tne rear, stuck fast in the mus; 
their gallant leader bad been slain, and the first 
duy's impetuosity spent Those of us who 
fought them know what that means. Their 
first attuck was always the most severe. 

This, in short, was the condition of things at 
the close of the first day's fighting, saying noth- 
ing of the arrival ot Buelbs army. 

ask now in all candor is it possible that a 
surprised army—a fleemg. panic-stricken, dis- 
organized, and routed ‘torce—could have in- 
flicted such punishinent on its adversary and 
presented such a front, after twelve hours of 
the severest fighting ever known? ., 

The fact is that every private soldier knew of 
the presence of the Rebels in force in their im- 
mediate front. It is true that they did not 
know how large the force was, vor did they ex- 
pect the enemy would offer a pitched battie on 
the ground selected by ourselves; but they did 
expect to be ordered uta line every min- 
ute for several days preceding the attack, and 
Md expect the order “Forward to Corinth.” 
This had become a camp phrase, which could be 
beard any time of day in any camp or in any 
regiment. It was equally as well understood 
and believed that every meh of ground between 
our camp and Corinth would be disputed and 
that the Rebels in our front bud boldly come but 
to dispute our onward march. Outposts, 
pickets, and vedets had been stationed at all 
proper points, and every precaution had been 
taken, as if a battle was ‘imminent. Al! @his in- 
aicates that there was nor coudd have been no 
surprise in the attack. 

When the attack came, the Rebel army were 
in close column. They struck Sherman's divis- 
ion obliquely and pushed it vack somewhat in 
disorder; next they struck Prentiss’ left and 
knocked it to pieces. At this juncture Gen. 
Tuttle's brigade of W. H. L. Wallace's division 
came into line—baving “double-quicked” two 
miles—and che :ked the Rebel advance. The 
Nebels then turned upon Wallace's division aud 
made three separate assaults upon it, but the 
herves of Fort Dogelson were invulnerable 
to their attacks, ‘and thrice the ranks 
of the assaulting columns were repulsed. 
Later in the day, and, as | recollect, about 3 p. 
m., they massed in front of Prentiss, pierced bis 
centre, rolied the two wings of bis division back- 
ward till his right wing was fighting with their 
backs to ours. In che meantime they swarmed 
through the breach thus nade, bagging the right 
wing of Prentiss’ and left wing of Gen. W. H. L. 
Walitace’s divisions. It was here that Wallace 
was killed in trying to check the Rebei advance. 
The rest is known and need pot be repeated. 

I have always thought the only man surprised 
at the attack was Gen. Grant. Clearly he did 
not expect it, else he would have been on tbe 
field. But the army was not surprised, as the 
circumstances which I bave detailed abundantly 
demoustrate. Neither was Gen. Sherman, us 
his reports on the 4th and 5th of April show. If 
it Was a surprise, judged by the damage it did its 
adversary, it would have been better for the 
country if some of the other armies bad been in 
u like manner surprised.

An Interesting Statement from Gen. 
Prentiss—He Fought Desperately Till 
Four in the Afternoon. 

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., April 16.—Tothe Editor of the 
Globe- Democrat: My attention has been valled to 
the different expressions recently made con- 
cerning incidents of the battle of Shiloh, April 6, 
isi, and particularly to an article published in 
the Globe- Democrat of April 15, copied from the 
State Register of IIII ois. You will permit me to 
Say that article is calculaged to do great injus- 
tice to mauy brave soldiers engaged in that ter- 
rible engagement. It says “that the troops were 
not in line of battle when the Rebel assault was 
made. and that amidst the confusion Gen. Pren- 
tiss and several thousand men were captured 
betore they could be organized for successful 
resistance.“ 

I do not seek to assail or disparage the efforts 
made by the oflicers or soldiers engaged in bat- 
tleon that day. Justice to myself and those 
captured in battle demand that I should state 
truly the time and circumstances of our cap- 
ture. This I do now, from the fact that there 
have been so many attempts made to falsify 
concerning it. You may thus underst and that 
my purpose is to correct reports circulated con- 
cerning the capture of myself and comrades. 
The tucts are that my division was in line of 
battle near one-fourth of a mile in advance of 
the color line, and received the assault of the 
enemy at un early hour of the morning of Apr il 
6, 1862 [as eatly as half-past 6. and held them in 
check tor hours, until the enemy appeared in 
our right rear, and, as I learnedafterward, aided 
by the misconduct of aregiment not uf my di- 
vision. 

After being flanked and forced to retire I met 
Gen. Huribut with a portion of his division ad- 
vancing to oursupport. With the aid of officers 
1 reformed in the rear of Huribut's richt and 
immediately on the left of the division com- 
manded by the gallant Gen. W. H. IL. Wajlace, 
of Illinois, sending a request to Gen. Hurlbut to 
nove to the left, which request was complied 
with immediately, so that my right was 
on Waliace’s left and left on Hurlbut’'s right. 
This was accomplished at about 9:30 u. m., and 
during the buiance of the day successfuily 
resisted the numerous desperate attacks 
of the enemy until 3:30 or ereabouts, when the 
right of Gen. Huribut's division, commanded by 
Gen. Pugh. was being sorely and severely pressed 
by the enemy en masge. It was evident to me 
that Gen. Huribut wa’ being 222 very bard 
andiknew that he successfully resisted until 
overpowered and compelled to retire, as I now 
recollect, about 4 p. m. 5 

Then it was that Gen. W. H. L. Wallace came 
to me while under fire of enemy (his right not 
then engaged) and consulted as to the coudition 
of affairs. lrewember that we agreed that it 
was best to hold our position till night, if posai- 
bie. He left me for the purpose of ndmg sup- 
port from bis right to my left,. and was tuatally 
wounded while returning. At 4:30 com pletely 

surrounded by numbers so numerous the gal- 

lant ofiicers and soldiers, with myself, were com- 
led to surrender. We were priséners of war

The Complete Surprise of the Union 

Troops—Letter from an Officer of Gen. 

Prentiss’ Division. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., April 18.—To the Editor of the 
Glube-Democrat: I was much gratified to read 
the statement of Gen. Prentiss in to-day's Globé- 
Democrat in regard to the part taken by bis di- 
vision in that sanguinary battle, and his final 
surrender. As an eye-witness and participant 
in that battle from the time the first gun was 
fired till between 4 and 5 o'clock p. m. Sunday, 
April 6, when Gen. Prentiss surrendered, | am 
amused to see the effort made by certain Gen- 
erals to make it appear that they were not sur- 
prised by the enemy, but ready and eager for 
the fray. There is but one—and he the com- 
manding General, U.S. Grant -wbo bears the 
honor of the great biunder well. In fact, he 
was so completely disgruntied and disgusted 
with the way in which he allowed bis enemy 
unexpectedly to bounce him that he has 
not even had the beart to make an 
otlicial report of the great battle,—I sup- 
pose on the principle that the least said 
ubout it the better. I was AseBtant Surgeon of 
the Eighteenth Regiment, Missouri Volunteers, 
commanded by Col. Madison Miller. Our regi- 
ment belonged to Gen. Prentiss’ division, which 
was in cump considerably to the let t and a little 
to the rear of Shiloh Church, op tne outer line. 
Sunday, April 6, 1862, was a beautifyl morning. 
The sun arose iu all its splendor; the leaves of 
the white-oak trees were about the size ofa 
squirrel’s foot; there was a peculiar stillness in 
the atmosphere; the birds wei flitting and sing- 
ing through the branches; allSanimated nature 
apparently was unconscious of the terrible 
scenes about to be enacted. I had received no 
orders to have the siek removed from camp, no 
orders to get ready for battle from any one (the 
senior surgeon was sick at this time, therefore I 
was in charge). The sick-cull was had at the 
usual hour; the sick assembied at the bospital 
tent, officers and meu throughout the camp 
cooking and eating their breakfast as usual; in 
fuct, some were yet in bed. I took my seat at 
the hospital tent, commenced examining 
and prescribing for the sick; my hospital 
end ambulance boys were near me 
ready for any duty | might wish them 
to do. When had got about half through with 
my sick-call my’ears were greeted with the unx- 
ious and animated call and command of Fall 
in! “fallin!” Men were rusbing to aud fro, 
getting their uns and ammunition. The same 
confusion was noticed in the Sixteenth Wiscon- 
sin Regiment, which was camped to our right. 
Before the soldiers got fairly into line, bullets 
from the Confederate skirmisb line were cutting 
through the hospital tent over my bead, yet no 
orders from any one to get ready fOr battle. Act- 
ing upon my own judgement, the sick were or- 
dered to make their way to the reur, and ambu- 
lances were ordered to be got in readiness. The 
wounded commenced coming in,—ambulances 
loaded with them. Our line of battle hastily 
formed in sight of our camp. One concentrated, 
deadly fire from the well-commanded solid col- 
umns of the enemy, and our bewildered and 
hastily-formed troops scattered like chaff. 
Through the efforts of Gen. Prentiss and other 
ollicers, the soldiers were rallied and formed 
in line of battle about a quarter 
of a wile to the rear. This was about ¥ 
o'clock. While our seattered troops were being 
reformed after the first repuise was the time 
that the cavairy was sent out to reconnovoitre to 
see if there really was an enemy in our front. 
‘There must have been at least 5,000—in fact, the 
woods were full of them—nobie men, well 
mounted and equipped. They bad gone but a 
short distance when they rode up to the solid 
line of ConteJerate infantry, who deliberateiy 
rose as one man and poured a deadly volley into 
the Federul cavalry. Such a stampede I never 
witnessed again during my whole experience in 
the War. Homes rideriess, mea with one foot 
Caught in the stirrup, their bodies dragging and 
being turn to pieces as their horses in terrible 
fright dashed to the rear. The frantic stampede 
only temporarily confused the new line of bat- 
tle formed by Prentiss’ men.—it was closed up 
and made compact. The Confederate line of 
battle cautiously and determinedly ad- 
vuneed, elated and encouraged by the suc- 
cessess already won. Between 11 and 12 
o'clock, I think it was, their advance 
got within gunshot range of our line. 
They came on in u charge. the earth seemed to 
open: noone gunshot could be distinguished; 
it was one continuous roar, like a mignty tor- 
rent. | was a short distance in the rear of our 
line of battle—to dress the wounded as they fell 
and send them to the rear. The terrible fire of 
the new line of battle gas more than the bravest 
of the brave could withstand. The enemy fell 
back, but closed up into line and came again. 
For about two hours, with short intervals, this 
flerce contest lasted. I counted five distinct 
charges of the Contederate forces on Prentiss’ 
division alone at this point. After this thero 
was a iluil. The enemy seemed to withdraw from 
our immediate front. We soon found out that 
the Federal line of battle to our right and left 
had been driven back, and the enemy was tlank- 
ing us. Gen. Prentiss then commenced a retro- 
grade movement, but it was too late—we were 
coufronted on all sides by a deadly tire, and but 
two alternatives now remained—to die or sur- 
render. Twenty-seven hundred of us surren- 
dered to the enemy between 4 and 5 o'clock Sun- 
dav afternoon, April 6, 1882.

CLEVELAND LIBEL-SUIT. 


A Remarkable Impairment of Hearing 
~—Certain Tones aud Sounds Never 
Neard. 

The Cleveland Sunday Sun gives a report of an 
interview one of its reporters had with Mr. 
Cowles of the Leader, in reference to bis suit for 
libel against Sweeney & Scripps, publishers of 
the Penny Press.

mates have been given, but from actual observa- 
tions of the growing wheat and the acres of 
wheat yet to be sown in the different dtates. 
Lbave compared carefully the crop of winter 
wheat, as it now stands, with the crop in 18%. 
Untess some National calamity overtakes us wo 
can not fail to produce 45,000,000 bushels wor 
wheat tbis year than last. 

The average yeurly increase in the acres of 
wheat sown inthe last ten years has been 1,600- 
UN acres. That is. in 1870 we had 19,945,595 acres 
in wheat, while in 1880, we had 36,037,050 acres in 
wheat. So the natural increase of the wheat 
product of this year over last, counting thirteen 
bnshels to the acre, would be a little over 20,000- 
000 busbels. 

Now, where are 
bushels ? 

I will answer: The increase in acreage for 
the lust ten yeurs haus occurred in new territory. 
This year there is a large increase in the acres 
of winter wheat sown in [ilinois, Missouri, Kan- 
sas, and Indiana. Thousands of acres heretofore 
used as corn land in Middie Iilinois are in wheat 
this year. Hog cholera and the low price of corn, 
in connection with the high price of wheat, has 
made this change. . * 

Lalmost regret that so much winter-wheat 
has been sown, because it is sown at the expense 
of other products. 

Now bow does the winter wheat look? 

I say to all the croakers that | have never seen 
it look so uniformly weill in ten years. Ido 
not think there are 5W acres ot bad winter 
wheat in all Kgnsas, Lliinois, Missour:, and Indi- 
ana. pd oe sand Missourithe growing crop 
never k ed sowell. Throughout Indiana n 
could not look better. In Southern Illinois and 
up to the spring-wheat line it could uot be im- 
proved. Onio never fails. Southern lowa is all 
right. 

In Wisconsin to-day, though it is not a winter- 
wanes State, I saw the winter wheat looking 

nely. 

Now how about spring wheat? 

The spring wheat forms a small percentage 
of the 500,000,000 bushels, but it is in regard tothe 
spring wheat that the bear croaker is doing 
most of his crouking. There have been local 
snows near Chicago and out in Dakota, but not 
to hurt the coming crop. Ail compiaints about 
the spring-wheat crop being conditional are 
utterly groundicss. Id a word, | wish to say 
that all this bear grumbling is wicked, and has nu 
bottom in it. It is utter humbug. The spring is 
aseartyin Minnesota and Wisconsin as usual, 
To be sure there is a belt of snow from a little 
above Chicago to Milwaukee, which narrows to 
forty miles wide from Janesville and Beloit to 
Belvidere. This belt grows still narrower as it 
approaches the Mississipoi. Then it extends 
about thirty-five miles wide out through North- 
ern lowa and Southern Minnesota to Sioux City 
and Yankton. Evenin lowa they are now sow- 
ing Wheat on this snow-belt, the snow having 
melted. 

And how is itup in Wisconsin? 

Why, the dust is flying from Portage to St. 
Paul. One hundred and tifty miles north of 
Cump Douglas the farmers are now sowing 
wheat. All along the old West Wisconsin Road 
from Elroy to St. Paul the wheat is sown or be- 
ur sown. At Kochester, Red Wing, zumbrota, 
and Winona, the season is cartier than usual. 1 
suw them sowtng wWheut yesterday near Portage, 
Tomah, Eau Claire, and Hudson. This afternoon 
I came down through the suow belt from Janes- 
Ville to Cuicago, The snow was passing away 
lik a dream, leuving the ground mellow and 
frostiess, ready for the piow. 

I suw a man from Watertown, Minn. and Sioux 
City to-day. When I asked bim about the 
chances for spring wheat, be said: 

* They were never better. The frost*is all out 
of the ground. The soil is very mellow. Many 
farmers are plowing now. Ina week there will 
be no snow to binder.“ 

“How isit up on the Northern Pacific?’ |] 
asked Mr. Austin, the Registrar of the Land 
Ullice at Fargo. 

We ure seeding as fast as we can from Fargo 
west towards Wheatland. We don't want better 
weather in Northern Minuesota 
Kiver,” was the answer. 

Is the snow ali gone on Red River?’ I asked. 

“Certainly. It is warm as summer there, and 
plows are running from Duluth to Bismarec«.’’ 
Mr. Canfield, a targe wheat-raiser upon the 
Northern Pacific, tells me the weather is delight- 
fulfor puttingin wheat all over Minnesota. 

Mr. W. J. Kountz tells me that in 1874 they had 
heavy snows in Minnesota on the 29th of April, 
and still they raised a splendid crop of wheat 
that year. 

A gentieman having 4,000 acres of wheat 
around “argo tells me that he has sowed wheat 
in forwer years as late as June W, and got thirty. 
busbels to the acre. 

Now in regard to the average yield: 

This year the wheat is almost all drilled. The 
ground was in better condition last fall than 
ugual. The snow has proteccted the winter 
Wheat. Last year the wheat in many localities 
was very poor. The crop only averaged thirteen 
and one-third bushels per acre. Now the aver-
